I. The name of Company is National Stock Exehanie af 
India Limited. 

II. The Registered office of the Company will be situated in 
the State of Maharashtra, 

III. The objects for which the Company is established are 

A. THE MAIN OBJECTS TO BE PURSUED BY THE 
COMPANY ON ITS CORPORATION ARE. 

1. To facilitate, promote, assist, regulate and manage in 
the public interest, designs in securities of all kinds (which 
shall include all securities defined as such under the Securities 
Contracts (Regulations) Act 1956 and all other instruments 
of any kind including money market instruments) and to pro¬ 
vide specialised, advanced, automated and modern facilities 
for trading, clearing and settlement of securities, with a high 
standard of integrity and honour, and to ensure trading in

The Commission 
may be paid or satisfied in cash or in shares, debentures or 
debenture stock of the Company. 

(ii) The Company may also, on issue of such shares pay 
such brokerage as may be permissible under the Act. 

Certificate 

19. Certificates how to be issued.—The certificate of title 
to share shall be issued under the Seal of the Company and 
shall bear the signature of two Directors or persons acting 
on behalf of the Directors under a duly constituted Power 
Of Attorney or some other persons appointed by ihe Board 
for the purpose. The certificate of such shares shall subject 
to provisions of Section 113 of the Act be delivered in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in Section 1S3 of the 
Act within three months after tho allotment or within two 
months after the application for the registration of the trans¬ 
fer of such share as the case may be. Provided always that 
notwithstanding anything contained in these Articles, the cer¬ 
tificate of title to share may be executed and issued in accor¬ 
dance with such other provisions of the Ad or Rules made 
thereunder, as may be in force for the time being and from 
time to time. 

20. Member’s right to Certificates.—Every Member shall be 
entitled without payment to one certificate for all the shares 
of each class or denomination registered in his name or, if 
the Directors so approve (upon pay.ng such fee or fees or 
at the discretion of the Directors without payment of fees as 
the Directors may from time to time determine ) to several 
certificates each tor one or more shares of each alass, Every 
certificate of shares shall contain such particulars and shall 
be in such form as preserved by the Companies (Issue of 
Certificates) Rules, 1960 or any other Rules in substitut.on 
or modificalion thereof. Where a Member has transferred 
a part of the shares comprised in his holding he shall be 
entitled to a certificate for the balance without charge. 

21. As to issue of new certificate in place of on defaced, 
lost or destroyed.—n) A certificate may be renewed or a 
duplicate of a certificate may be Lsucd if (a) such certi- 
flcate(s) is proved to have been lost or destroyed, or (b) hav¬ 
ing been defaced or mutilated or torn, is surrendered to the 
Company or (cl has no further space on the back thereof for 
endorsement or transfer. 

(2) The manner of issue or renewal of a certificate or issue 
of a duplicate thereof, tho form of a certificate (original or 
renewed) or of a duplicate thereof, the particulars tp be 
entered in the Rcgis.er of Members or in the Reg ster or re¬ 
newed or a duplicate certificates, the form of such Registers, 
the fee on payment of which the terms and conditions on 
wh.ch a certificate may be renewed or a duplicate thereof 
may be issued, shall be such as prescribed by the Companies 
(issue of Share Certificates) Rules, 1960 or any other Rules 
in substitution or modification thereof. 

Calls 

22. Calls The Director may, from time to time, make 
such calls as they think fit upon the Members in respect of a’.l 
monies unpaid on the shares held by them respectively and 
not by the conditions of allotment thereof made payable at 
fixed times, and each Member shall pay the amount of every 
call so made on him to the person and at the times and places 
appointed by the Directors. A call may be made payable 
by installments. 

23. Notice of call :—A call shall be deemed to have been 
mado at the time when the resolution of the Directors autho¬ 
rising such call was pessed and may be made payable by 
Members on the Register of Members on such date or at the 
discretion of the Directors on such subsequent date as shall 
be fixed by the Directors. 

24. Not less than fourteen days notice of every call shall 
be given specifying the time of payment provided that before 
the time for payment of such call the Directors may by notice 
in writing to the Members, revoke the same, 

25. Board may extend time ’The Directors may from time 
to time, at their descretion, extend the time fixed for the pay¬ 
ment of any cull and may extend such time as to all or am 
of "the Members whom the Directors may deem entitled to 
such extension save as a matter of grace and favour, 
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26. JLibality of Jontt-holders,—Tht jo.nt-holdejs of a 
share smut tie jointly ana severally liable to pay all calls in 
respect tnereoi. 

27. Amount payable at fixed time or by instalments as 
cans.—it oy tnc .emis ol issue oi any same or otnerwuse 
any amount is inane payable at any tixea time or by instal¬ 
ments at uxeU times, wnctncr on account ot tile amount of 
the share or by way ot premium, every such amount or 
installments snail be payable as if it were a call dUiy made by 
the UticCiuis mm oi wmcn uue notice has been given and 
alt tnc piovisions Herein contained in respect ot calls shall 
relate to such amount or insta lments accordingly. 


28. Wncn mtherest on call or instalment payable.—If the 
sum payable m respect or any call or instalment be not paid 
on or oeiote the uay appointed lot payment tnereoi the 
holders tor the time being or aiiottee oi tne share in respect 
ol wmch a call snui. nave been rnaue or tne instalment snail 
be due snail pay insienest on the same at such late as the 
Directors shall nx 110 m time to time lrom the day appomted 
lor the payment tnereoi to tne tune ot actual payment, but 
the Diretcors may waive payments ol such interest wholly or 
in part. 


29. Partial payment not to preclude forfeiture :—Neither 
a judgement nor a decree in tavour ot tne company tor calls 
or outer mome« due in respect ol any snares nor any pay¬ 
ment or satisiacLion thereunder noi the receipt by the com¬ 
pany or a portion or any money wmcn snan trom time to 
time be due trom the Member in respect ot any snares cither 
by way or principal or interest nor arty indulgence granted 
by the company in respect ot payment ot any money sha.l 
preclude the torfeiture of such shares as herein provided. 


30. Payment in anticipation ot calls may carry interest :—.

33, Form of Notice.-—The notice shall name a day not 
being less than lourtoen days from the day of the notice and 
the place or places on and at which such call or instalment 
or such part or other moneys as aforesaid and stich interest 
and expenses as aforesaid are to paid.

36. Forfeited shares to be propcily of the Company and 
may be sold etc.—Any share so forfeited shall be deemed 
to be the property of the Company and may be sold rcallotted 
or otherwise disposed of either to the original holder thereon 
or to any other person upon such teams and in such manner as 
the Directors shall think lit. 

37. Power to annual forfeiture.—The Directors may at any 
time before any share so forfeited shall have been sold, rcal- 
iotted or otherwise disposed off, annual the forfeiture thereof 
upon such conditions as they think lit. 

38. Shareholders still liable to pay money owing at time ot 
forfeiture and interest.-—Any Member whose share have 
been forfeited shall, notwithstanding the forfeiture, be liable 
to pay and shall forthwith pay to the company all calls, ins¬ 
talments, interests, expenses and other monies owing upon 
or in respect of such shares at the time of the forfeiture 
together with instrest thereon from the time of the forfeiture 
until payment, at such rates as may be prescribed by the 
Directors and the Directors may enforce the payment of the 
whole or a portion thereof if tthey think fit but shall not be 
under any obligation to do so. 

39. Company's lien on shares :—The Company shall have 
no lein on its fully paid shares. In the case of partly paid 
up shares, the Company shall have a first and paramount lien 
only for all monies called or payable at a fixed time in res¬ 
pect of such shares. Any such lien shall extend to all divi¬ 
dends, from time to time, declared in respect of such shares 
subject to Section 203 of the Act. Unless otherwise agreed 
the registration of a transfer of shares shall operate as a war 
ver of the Company's lien if any, on such share®. 


40. As to enforcing lion by sale.—For the purpose of en¬ 
forcing such lien tho Directors may sell the shares subject 
thereto in such manner as they think fit. but no sale be made 
unless certain sum in respect of which the lien exists is pre¬ 
sently payable nor until notice in writing of the intention to 
sell shall have been served on such Member or the person 
(if any) entitled by transmission to the share and default shall 
have been made by him in payment of the sum presently pay¬ 
able for seven days after such notice. 

41. Application of proceeds of sale,—The net proceeds 
of any such sale after payment of the costs of such Hale shall 
be applied in or towards the satisfact on of the debt or liability 
in respect whereof the lien exists so far as tho same is presently 
payable and tile residue (if any) paid, to the Member or the 
person (if any) entitled to the transmission of the shares so 
sold. 

42. Certificate of forfeiture.—A certificate in writing under 
the hands of any Directors, Manager or the Secretary of the 
Company, that the call in respect of a share was made, and 
that the forfeiture of the share was made, by a resolution ol 
the Directors to that effect, sliafl be conclusive evidence of 
the fact stated therein as against all persons entitled to such 
share- 


43, Till© of purchaser and allottee of forfeitdc shares. 
The Company may receive the consideration, if any, given 
for the share on any sale, reallotment or other disposition 
therof and the person to whom such share is sold reallotted 
or disposed of may be registered as the holder of tile share 
and such person shall not be bound to sec to the application 
of the consideration, if any, nor shall his trie to the share 
be affected by any irregularity or invalidity in the proceedings 
in reference to the forfeiture, sale, reallotmcnt or other dis¬ 
posal-of-the shape and the remedy of any person aggrieved 
Ey-thft sale rfiall be in damages only and ftofimst the Company 
exclusively. 
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44, Application of the forfeiture provisions.—The provi¬ 
sions or uu.se picseius us to me roiieiture snuii uppiy.in the 
case oi non-payment cm any sum wmcn tiy tcims ur issue of 
a snare become payaoio at a nxea c.me, us n me same had 
been payable Dy virtue oi a call duly made and notified. 


Transfer and Transmission of Shares 

45. Form of Transfer.—The instrument of transfer of uny 
share snait be m writing in me rorm prescribed unuer Section 
lua (i-a) of me Act, 


46. Execution of instrument of transfer-—Every such ins¬ 
trument ot iransrer snail be executed bom by me iransieror 
anu me Lransrcjee ana tnc iransieror snail bo deemed to re¬ 
main me fioiuer or suen snare until the name ot me transtcree 
shall nave been entered in me Kegisier ot members in respect 
thereof. 

47. The Company, the transferor and the transferee of the 
shares snail comply wim provisions ot sub-sections U), (1-A) 
and ti-B) ot iieeuon toe ot tne Act. 

48, Transfer instrument to be presented with evidence of 

litie_Lvery instrument oc iransrer snait bo picsemea m the 

Company uuiy slumped tor registration accompameu by the 
reiai.vc snare certincuies ana suen evidence as me Ford my 
require to prove me inlc or the iransteior, fus right to trans¬ 
fer or snaies and generally under and subject to such condi¬ 
tions and regulations us me Board snail, irom time to time, 
prvscuoe anu eveiy registered instrument ot tiansier snail re¬ 
main in the custody or ihe Company until destioyed by order 
ot the Board of Directors, subject io the provisions of law. 

49, Title of shares of deceased member,—The executors or 
adnnn.strators or holders or a succession certificate or the 
legal repi-escncattve ot a deceased t not benig one ot two or 
more joint holders; shall be the only persons recognised by 
the Company as having any tide to the shares registered in 
the numc ot such memoer and Company shall not be bound 
to rocogmsc such executors or administrators or holders of 
succession certificate or the legal representatives unless they 
shall have first obtained Probat or Letters of Administration 
or Succession Certificate or other legal representation as the 
case may be, from a duly constituted court m the Union of 
India provided that in any case where the Board in its abso¬ 
lute discretion thinks fit, the Board may dispense with pro¬ 
duction of probate or letters of Administration or Succession 
certificate, upon such terms as to indemnity or otherwise as 
the Board, in its absolute discretion may think necessary and 
under Article 51 register and name of any person who claims 
to be absolutely entitled to the shares slandwg in the name 
of the deceased member as a member. 


50. Insolvency or liquidation of one or more joint holders 
of the shares.—In the case of insolvency or liquidation of one 
or more of the persons named in the Register of Members as 
the joint-holders of any share, the remaining holder or holders 
shall be the only persons recognised by the company as 
having any title to, or interest in such share but nothing herein 
contained shall be taken to release the estate of the person 
under insolvency or liquidation from any liability on shares 
held by him jointly with any other person. 


51. Registration of persons entitled to shares otherwise 
then by transfer.—Subject to the provisions of the Act, any 
person becoming entitled to shares in consequence of insol¬ 
vency or liquidation of any Member by any lawful moans 
other than by a transfer in accordance with this Article 
tnay, with the consent of the Board, which it shall not 
be under any obligation to give and, upon producing such 
evidence that he sustains tho character in respect of which 
he proposes to act under this Article, or of his title as the 
(Board thinks sufficient either be registered himself as the 
holder of the shares or elect to have some person nominated 
by him and approved by the Board of Directors registered 
as holder o'f such shares. 


Provided nevertheless, that the person who shall elect to 
have ins nominee registered shah testify the election by 
executing in lavour or his nominee an instrument of transfer 
in accoruance witn the provisions herein contained, and 
until ne aoes so, he shah not be freed from any liability ill 
respect of tne shares. 

52. —Fee on transfer or transmission,—No fee shall be 
payable to the Company in respect ot the transfer or trans¬ 
mission of any shares in the Company, 

53. Register of transfers to be kept.—-The Company shall 
keep a book, to be called the “Register of Transfer" and 
therein shad be fairly and d.sdncuy entered -particulars of 
every transfer or transmission of any shares. 

54. Closure of transfer book.—The Board shall have 
power on giving seven days' previous notice by advertise¬ 
ment in some newspaper circulating in the district in which 
the Registered Oinee of the Company is situated to 
close tne Transfer Books, tho Register of Member or 
Register of Debenture Holders at suen tulle or times and 
for such period or periods not exceeding thirty days at a time 
and not exceeding in aggregate forty-live days in each year 
as it may deem expedient. 

55. Director may refuse to register transfers.—Subject to 
the provisions of Section 111 ot tne Companies Act, 1956, 
the Board may refuse wlietner in pursuance of any power 
of the Company under these Articles or otherwise to register 
the tiansier ot, or the transmission by operation ot law 
of die ngnt to, any shares or interest of a member therein, 
or debentures of the Company, and the Company shali 
within two months from the date on which the instrument 
of transfer or the intimation of such transmission, as the 
case may be, was delivered to the Company, send notice of 
the relusal to the transferee and the transteror or to the 
person giving inlimation of such transmission, as the caso 
may be giving reasons for such refusals. 

Provided that the registration of a transfer shall not be 
refused on the ground of the transferor being either alone or 
jointly with any other person or persons undebted to the 
Company or any account whatsoever except where the 
Company has lien on shares. 

56. Rights to shares though transmission by opciation ol 
lay,—Nothing contained in Article 48 shall prejudice any 
power of the Company to register as shareholder any person 
to whom the right to any shares in the Company has been 
transmitted by operation of law. 

57. Transfer by legal representative.—A transfer of shares 
or other interest in the Company of deceased member there¬ 
of made by legal representative shall, although the legal 
representative is not himself a member, be as valid as if he 
had been a Member at the time of the execution of tho instru¬ 
ment of transfer. 

58. Company power to refuse transfer.—Nothing in these 
present shall prejudice the powers of the Company to refuse 
to register the transfer of any shaves. 

59. Transferor liable until Ihe transferee entered on 
register.—The transferor shall be deemed to remain the 
holder of such share until the name of the transferee is 
entered into tho Register of Members in respect thereof. 

60. Custody of transfer—The instrumental of transfer shall 
after registration be retained by the Company and shall 
remain in its custody. All the instruments of transfer which 
the Director may decline to register shall on demand be 
returned to the person depositing the same. The Directors 
may cause to be destroyed all transfer deeds lying with the 
Company after such period as they may determine. 

61. The Company not liable for disregard of a notice.— 
The Company shall incur no liability or responsibility what¬ 
ever in consequence of their registering or giving effort to 
any transfer of shares made or purporting to be made by 
the apparent legal owner thereof (as shown or appearing in 
the Register of Members) to the prejudice of persons having 
or claiming any equitable right title or interest to or in tho 
same shares notwithstanding that the Company may have 
had notice of such equitable right title or interest or notice 
prohibiting registration of such transfer and may have en- 
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tered such notice or referred thereto in any book of the 
Company and me Company snail to be bound or required 
or regard or attend or give ettect to any notice which may 
be given to them of any equitable title or interest or be 
under any liability whatsoever for refusing or neglecting so 
to do, tnough it may nave been entered or referred in some 
boon, of me Company but tne Company shall nevertheless be 
at liberty to regard and attend to any such notice and give 
etfect tnereio. if the Directors shall so think fit, 

62. Transfer of Debentures.—The provisions of these arti¬ 
cles shall mutatis mutandis, apply to the allotment and 
transfer of or the transmission by law of the right to De¬ 
bentures of the Company. 

63. Restriction on transfer and preemptive light.—(A) As 
provided In the foregoing Articles and without prejudice to 
the provisions of Article 53, a Member shall be at liberty 
to transfer the share. 

(B) Except as hereinafter provided, no shares in the 
Company shall be transferred unless and until the rights of 
preemption hereinafter conferred shall have been exhausted. 

(C) Every member who intends to transfer any shares 
(hereinafter called “the Vendor' ) shall give notice in writ¬ 
ing to the Board of his intention. The notice shall specify 
the price at which the Vendor proposes to sell the shares 
referred to in the notice and the notice will also specify 
the name of the purchaser. The Board shall have discretion 
whether to accept the price or not. If the Board does not 
accept me price speeiued in the notice, tno same shall be 
determined by the auditor for the time bejpg of the 
Company who shall certify by writing under his hand the 
price, which in his opinion is the fair selling value thereof 
os between a willing vendor and a willing purchaser. A 
certification by the auditor shall be conclusive as to the 
selling price of the shares comprised in such notice. The 
price as accepted by the Board or as determined shall be 
the fair value of me shares and is hereinafter referred to 
as “fair value". The notice shall constitute the Board as 
agent of the Vendor for sale of the shares at the fair 
value. 

(D) The Board shall forthwith give notice to all the 
members of the Company of the number and fair value of 
the shares to be sold and invite each of them to stale in 
writing within twenty-one days from the date of the said 
nptice whether he is willing to purchase any, and if so what 
maximum number, of the said shares. 

(E) At the expiration of the said twenty-one dayj> the 
Board shall allocate the said shares to or amongst the 
Member or Members who shall have expressed his or their 
willingness to purchase as aforesaid provided that no 
Members shall be obliged to take more than the said 
maximum number of shares so notified by him as aforesaid. 
If more Members express willingness to purchase the shares 
than there are available for sale then the Directors may 
in their discretion in such manners as they think fit decide 
to which Member or Members the shares are to be sold 
and the decision of the Directors shall be final. Upon such 
allocation being made the vendor shall bo bound on pay¬ 
ment of the fair value to transfer (he share lo the purchaser 
or purchasers and if he makes default in so doing the 
(BOard may receive and give a good discharge for the 
purchase money on behalf of the Vendor and enter the 
name of the purchaser in the register as holder by transfer 
of the ,said shares purchased by him. 

(F) In the event of the whole of the said shares not 
being sold under clause (E) of this Article 63, the vendor 
may, at any time with six calendar months after the 
expiration of the said twenty-one days, transfer the shares 
not so sold to any person (subject to Article 53 and all 
other applicable Articles hereof) and at any prices being 
not less than fair value thereof as determined under clause O 
of this Article 63. 

(G) (a) Clauses (B) and (F) of this Article 63 hereof 
shall not apply to a transfer to a person who is already a 
Member of the Company nor to transfer by a 
Member which is a body corporate to its parent company 
Of to any of its subsidiary companies provided that such 
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transfer is approved for the purpose by the Board of 
Directors by a Resolution passed by a two-mild majority. 
Any transfer falling witiun the exceptions mentioned in this 
Article shall nevertheless be subject lo the provisions ot 
Article 53. 

(b) For the purpose of sub-clause (a) of this Cause a 
company shall be deemed to be a subsidiary of anotuer if 
the otner holds more thtiu haJLf in nominal value oi the 
Equity Share Capital of the first mentioned company. 

Conversion of Shares into Stock 

64. Conversion of shares into stock and reconversion.— 
The Directors with the sanction of a resolution of the 
Company in General Meeting, may convert any paid-up 
shares into stock and may convert any stock into paid-up. 
shares ot any denomination. When any snares have been 
converted into stock, the several holders of such stock mny 
thenceforth transfer their respective interests tnerem or any 
part of such mleiest in the same manner and subject to 
the same regulations as and subject to which lully paid up 
shares in tire Company's capital may be transferred or as 
near thereto as circumstances will admit. 

65. Rights of stockholders.—The stock shall confer on the 
holders thereof respectively the same privileges and advan¬ 
tages as regards voting at meeting ot the Company 
and for other purposes as would have been conleneu by 
shares of equal amount in the capital of the Company of 
the same class as the shares from which such stock is 
converted but so that none ot such piivucges or advamages, 
except the participation in pi oil W of Lhc Company or in 
assets of the Company on winding up, shall be conferred 
by any such shares allotted part of stock as would not if 
existing in shores have conferred such privileges or 
advantages. Such conversion shall not allcct or prejudice 
any preterence or other special privileges attached to the 
shares so converted. Save as aforesaid all the provisions 
herein contained shall, so far as circumstances shall admit, 
apply to stock as well as to shares. 

Increase, Reduction and Alteration of Capital 

66. Increase of Capital—The Company may from time to 
time in General Meeting increase its Authorised Share 
Capital by issuing further shaies of such amount as it thinks 
expedient. 

67. Further issue of Capital.—The new shares i resulting 
from an increase of capiial ns aforesaid) may, subject to 
the provisions of the Act and thqse presents, by issued or 
disposed of by the Company in the General Meeting or by 
the Directors under their powers in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 8 and 9 Hnd the following provi¬ 
sions :— 

(A) (i) Such new shares shall be offered to the persons 
who at the date of the offer are holders of 
the equity shares of the Company in propor¬ 
tion as nearly as circumstances admit to the 
capital paid-up on those shares at the date; 

tii) The offer aforesaid shall bo made by 

notice specifying the number of shares 
offered and limiting a time and not 

being less than fifteen days from the date of 
offer, within which the offer if not accepted, 
will be deemed to have been declined, 

(iii) The offer aforesaid shall be deemed to include 
a right exercisable by the person concerned to 
renounce the shares offered to him or any of 
them in favour of any other person and the 
notice referred to in sub-clause (ii) shall con¬ 
tain a statement of this right; 

I iv ) After the expiry of time specified in the notice 
aforesaid or on receipt of earlier intimation 
from the person to whom such notice is given 
than the person dec! nes to accept the shares 
offered, the Board of Directors may dispose of 
them in such mannei' as they think most bene¬ 
ficial to the Company; 
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shall be taken to release the estate of a deceased 
joint holder from any liability on shares held by 
him jointly with any other person(s). 


(B) Nothing in sub-clause (iii) of Clause (A) shall be 
deemed 

(i) To extend the time within which the offer should 
be accepted; or 

(hi) To authorise any person to exercise the right of 
renunciation for a second time on the ground that 
the person in whose favour the renunciation was 
first made has declined to take the shares comprised 
in the renunciation. 

68. Shares under control of General Meeting.—In addition 
to and withoul derogating from the powers for the purpose 
conferred on the Directors under Article 8, the Company in 
the General Meeting may in accordance with the provisions 
of section 81 of the Act determine that any shares (whether 
forming part of the original capital of the Company or not) 
shall be offered to such persons (whether Members or 
holders of Debentures of the company or not) in such pro¬ 
portion and on such teims and conditions and either at u 
premium or at par or (subject to compliance with the pro¬ 
visions of section 79 of the Act) at a discount, as such 
General Meeting shall determine. 

69. Same as original capital.—Except so far as otherwise 
provided by the conditions of issue or by these presents any 
capital raised bv issue of further shares shall be considered 
part of f he original cap'tal End irfiall be subject to the pro¬ 
visions herein contained with reference to the payment of 
calls and installments, transfer and transmissions, forfeiture, 
lien, surrender, voting and otherwise. 

70. Reduction of capital.-—The Company may from time 
to t'me by Special Resolution reduce its shtre capital (in¬ 
cluding the Capital Redemption Reserve Account if any) in 
any way authorised by law and in particular may pay off 
any psid up share capital upon the footing that it may be 
called up Huain or otherwise and may and if and so far as 
necessary alter i's Memorandum by reducing [he amount of 
its share capital and of its share accordingly. 

71. Division and sub-division—The Company may in the 
General Meeting by Ordinary Resolution alter the conditions 
of its Memorandum aw follows;— 

(a) Consolidate and divide all or any of its shares into

(b) Sub-divided shares or any of them into shares of 
smaller amount than originally fixed bv the Memo¬ 
randum subject nevertheless to the provisions of the 
Act in that behalf.

Meeting have jjot been taken or agreed to be taken 
by any person and diminish the amount of the 
shares so cancelled. 

Joint Holders 

72. Joint holder’:.—Where two or more persons are regis¬ 
tered as the holders of anv share the person first named in 
the Roister of Members shall be deemed the sole holder for 
maffers connected with the Company subiect to The following 
and other provisions contained in the Articles; 

(a) The Company shall be entitled to decline to regis¬ 
ter more than four persons as the joint holders of 
my share. 

(b) The joint ho'ders of any share shall be liable seve 
rally as well an jointly for and in respect of all 
calls and other pavments which ought to he made in 
respect of rush share. 

(c) On the denth of any such iomt holders, the sur¬ 
vivors) shall be the onlv person;s) rccottniscd bv 
the Cnmipuoy as having nny fitle to 'he share but 
the Directors may requite such evidence of death 
as they may deem fit and nothing herein contained 


(d) Any one of such joint holders may give effectual 
receipts for any dividends or other monies payable 
in respect of such nhare. 

(c) Only the person whose name stands first in Regis¬ 
ter of members as one of the joint holders of any 
share nhall be entitled to delivery of the certificate 
relating to such share or to receive document 
(which expression shall be deemed to include all 
documents mentioned in Article 188) from the 
Company and any notice given to or document 
served on such person shall be deemed service on 
all the joint holders, 

(T) Any one of two or more joint holders may vote 
at any meeting cither personally or by attorney or 
by proxy in respect of such shares as if he were 
solely entitled thereto and if more than one of such 
joint holders be present at any meeting personally 
or by proxy or by attorney then that one of such 
persons so present whose name stands first or higher 
(as the case may be) on the Register in respect 
of such shares shall alone be entitled to vote in 
respect thereof but the other or others of the joint 
holders shall be entitled to vote in preference to 
a join* holder present by attorney or by proxy al¬ 
though the name of such joint holder present by 
attorney or proxy stands first or higher (as the case 
may be) in the Register in respect of ouch shares. 

Borrowing Powers 

73. Conditions on which money may be borrowed.—Sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of Sections 58A. 292 and 293 of the 
Act, Ihe Board may from time to time, by a resolution 
passed a' a Meeting of the Board accept deposits or borrow 
moneys from members, either in advance of calls or other¬ 
wise or accent deposits from public and may generally raise 
and secure the payment of such sum or sums in such man¬ 
ner and upon such terms and conditions in all respects as 
they think fit and in particular bv the issue of bonds per¬ 
petual or redeemable debentures or debenture stock, or any 
mortgage ot charge or other security on the undertaking or 
the whole or any part of the property of the Company (both 
present and future) including its uncalled capital for the 
time being. 

74. Bonds Debentures etc., to be subiect to control of 
Directors.—Any bonds, debentures, debenture stock or othet 
securities issue or to be issued bv the Company shall be 
under the control of the Directors who may issue them upon 
such terms and conditions and in such manner and for such 
consideration as they shall consider to be for the benefit of 
the Company. 

75. Securities mnv be asisknuble free from enidtirs—De- 
ben'ure, debenture stock, bonds or other securities mav be 
assignable free from anv equities between the Company and 
the person to whom the same may be issued. 

76. Issue at discount, etc. or with special privileges.—Any 
bonds, debentures, debenture stocks or other securities may 
be issued at a discounh premium or otherwise and with any 
special privileges es to redemption, surrender, drawing, allot¬ 
ment of shares, attending at General Meetings of the Com¬ 
pany. appointment of Director; and otherwise. 

77. Mortgage oE uncalled capital.—If anv uncalled espial 
of the Company is included 'n or charged by any mortgage 
or other securi'v the Directors mav authorue the person in 
whose favour such mortgage or security is executed or any 
other perron in trust for him '< n ik- cal's on the Members 
in' respect of such uncalled can't J and the provisions herein 
before contained ; n regard to calls shall mutatis mid'-nd's 
gp-ib' to calls m ule u-ider siivh nutUoritv ami Mich authority 
may be made exerci'ob'e el'h-r cond'Houallv or uncondition¬ 
ally and e'ther presently or continccn ,1 v and ri'her to the 
exclusion of the Board’s power or otherwise and shall bs 
assignable, jf expressed so to be 
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78. Indemnity may be given.—If Directors or any of them 
or any other person shall become personally liable for the 
payment of any such primarily due from the Company, the 
Directors may execute or cause to be executed any mortgage, 
charge or security over or affecting the whole or tmy pari 
of the assets ol' the Company by way of idemnity to secure 
the Directors or peison so 'becoming liable as aforesaid liom 
any lesss in respect of such liability. 

79. Register of Charges to be kept.—The Board shall 
cause a proper Register to be kept in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 143 of the Act of til mortgages, deben¬ 
tures and charges specifically affecting the properly of the 
Company, and shall duly comply with the requirements of 
the said Act in regard to (registration of mortgages and 
charges and in regard to inspection to be given to creditors 
or Members of the Register of Charges and copies of instru¬ 
ments creating charges. Such sums as may be prescribed hv 
the Act shall he payable by any (person other than a credi¬ 
tor or Member of the Company for each inspection of the 
Register of Charges. 

Meetings 

80. Annual General Meeting.—(a) (i) The Company 
ahali, in addition to any other meetings, hold a genertl 
meeting which shall he styled as "Annual General Meeting" 
at the intervals and In accordance with the provisions, 
specified below :

lb) Every Annual General Meeting shall be called for a 
time during business hours on a day that Is not a 
nub lie holiday, and shall be held either at the 
Registered Office of the Company or at some other 
place within the city where the registered office is 
situate and the notices calling the meeting shall 
specify it as Annual General Meeting. 

81. Ordinary General Meetings-—All general meetings other 
than Annual General Meeting shall be called Extra-ordinary 
General Meetings. 

82. Calling of Extraordinary General Meeting—(a) The 
Board may whenever thev think fit, and shall, on *he requi¬ 
sition of such number of Members of the Company as is 
hereinafter specified, forthwith proceed to call an Extra-ordi¬ 
nary Genertl Meeting of the Company and in case of such 
requisition the following provision shall apply : 

Ob) The requisitions shall sot out the matters for the 
consideration of which the meeting is to be called and shall 
be signed bv the requisitionists and shall he deposited at the 
Registered Office of the Company. 

Oc) The requisition may consist of several documents in 
like form, each signed by one or more requisitionists. 

(cl) The number of Members of the Company entitled to 
requisition a meeting in regard to anv matter shall be such 
number of them as hold at the date of deposit of the requi¬ 
sition, not loss than one-tenth of such of the paid-up capital 
of the Company as at Ihe dale carric, tile right of voting in 
regard to that matter, 

(e) Where two or more distinct matters are specified In 
the requisition, the provisions of clause (d) shall apply 
separately in regard to each such matter, and the requisition 
shall accordingly be valid only in respect of those matters 
in regard to which the condition specified in that aub-article 
is fulfilled. 


(f) If the Board does not, within twenty one days from 
the date of deposit of a valid requisition in regard to any 
matters, proceed duly to call a meeting for the consideration 
of those matters on a day not later than forty five days 
from the deposit of the requisition, the meeting may be 
called by such of the requisitionists as represent cither 
majority in value of the p: id-up share capital held by all 
of them or not less than one-tenth ol such of the paid-up 
share capital of the Company as is referred, to in Clause 
(d) whichever is less. However, the purpose of this Clause 
the Board shall, in the case of a meeting at which a reso¬ 
lution is to be proposed as a Special Resolution give, such 
notice thereof as is required by the Act; 

(k) A meeting called under clause (f) by the requisi¬ 
tionists or any of them ; 

(i) shall be called in the same manner, as nearly as 
possible, as that in which the meetings are to be - 
called by the Board, but 

fii) shall not be held after the expiration of three 
months from the date of the deposit of the requi¬ 
sition ; Provided that no'hina contained in this sub- 
clausc (ii) shall Ire deemed to prevent a meeting 
duly commenced before the expiry of the period of 
three months aforesaid, from tid)Ourning to some 
day after the expiry of that period ; 

(h) Where two or more persons hold any shares or 
interest in the Company jointly, a requisition, or a notice 
calling a meeting, signed bv one or some only of them shall, 
for the purposes of this Article have Tie same force and 
effect f.s if it hud been signed by all of them. 

(i) Any reasonable expenses incurred by the rcquisilionisls 
by reason of the failure of the Board to call a meeting shall 
be reimbursed to the requisitionists by the Company, and 
any sum so reimbursed shall be retained by the Comnany 
out of any sums due or to be become due from the Com¬ 
pany by wav of fees or other remuneration for their services 
to such of the Directors r.s were in default, 

83. Notice of Meeting.—fa) A General Meeting of the 
Company may be called by giving not less than twenty one 
days notice in writing ; 

(b) A General Meeting may be called after giving shorter 
notice than that specified in Clause (a) If consent is accord¬ 
ed thereto; 

(i) in the case of an Annual General Meeting by all 
the Member* entitled to vote thereat, and 

(ii) in the case of anv other meeting bv Members of 
the Company holding not leas than ninety five per 
cent of euch part of the paid-up share capital of 
the Company m give* them a right to vote at the 
meeting. 

Provided that where any Members of the Company are 
entitled to vote only on some resolution to be moved at a 
meeting and not on the others, those Members shall he 
taken into account for ihe purposes of these sub-clauses in 
respect of the former resolution or resolutions and nut in 
respect of the latter. 1 

84. Consents and manner of service of notice and persons 
on whom it is to be served.— < a (Every Notice of a meeting 
of the Company shall specify the place and the day and the 
hour of the meeting, and shall contain a statement of busi¬ 
ness to be transacted thereat ; 

(b) Notice of every meeting of the Company 'hall he 
given : 

(i) to every Member of the Company in any manner 
authorised by Section 53 of the Act ; 

(ii) to the perrons entitled to a share in consequence 
of the death or insolvency of a Member hv sending 
it through the post in n prepaid letter addressed to 
them by name, or by the title of rcpresenTitivc of

(i) the consideration of accounts, Balance Sheet and 
reporli; of the Board of Directors and Auditors ; 

(ii) the declaration of a dividend ; 

(tii) the appointment of Directors in the place of those 
retiring ; and 

(iv) the appointment of and fixing ihe remuneration of 
the Auditors. 

(b) In the case of any other meeting all business shall be 
deemed special. 

(c) Where any items of business to be transacted at the 
meeting arc deemed to be special as aforesaid, there shall 
be annexed to the notice of meeting a statement 1 setting out 
id! material facts concerning each such item of business, in¬ 
cluding in particular the nature of the concern or interest, if 
any, therein, of eveiy Director, and the Manager, if any. 

Provided that where any item of special business as afore¬ 
said to be tramaefed at i, meeting of’ the Company relates 
to, or affects any o'hcr company, the extent of shareholding 
interest in that other company of every Director and the 
manager, if any, of the Company shall also be set out in 
the statement if the extent of such shareholding iriterest is 
not less than twenty per cent of the pc,id-up capltal 'of that 
other Company. 

(d) Where any item of business consist of the according 
of approval to any document by the meeting, the time atld 
place where the document can be inspected shall be specified 
in the statement aforesaid. 

86. Ordinary and Special resolution.-—(1) A resolution 
shall be an Ordinary Resolution when at a general meeting 
of which the notice required under the Act has been duly 
given! the votes cast (whether on a show of hands or on 
a poll, as the case may be), in favour of the resolution 
(including the casting vote, if any, of the Chairman) by 
Members who, being entitled to do so, vote in person or 
where proxies are allowed by proxy exceed the votes, if any, 
east against the resolution by Members entitled and voting. 

(2) A resolution shall be a Special Resolution when :— 

(a) the intention to propose the resolution as a Special 
Resolution has been duly specified In the notice 

■ calling the General Meeting or other intimation 
given to the Members of the resolution, 

(b) the notice required under the Act has been duly 
given of the General Meeting ; and 

(c) the votes caLst in favour of the resolution (whether 
on show of hands, or on a poll as the case may 
be) by Members who, being eligible so to do vote 
in person, or where proxies are allowed, by proxy, 
are not less than three times the number of votes, 
if any. cast against the resolution by Members so 
entitled and voting. 

87. Resolution requiring Special notice.—(1) Where, by 
any provisions contained in the Act or in these presents, 
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‘'p-eird Noluc h. required of any resolution, tio.iec of the 
m.eal'on to move Ihe resolution shall he given to 'he Com¬ 
pany not less than fourteen days before the meeting at 
which it is to be moved, exclusive of the day on which the 
notice is served or deemed to be served and the day of the 
meeting, 

(2) The Company shall, immediately after the notice of 
the intention to move any such resolution has been received 
by it, give its members notice of Ihe resolution in the same 
manner as it gives notice of the meeting, or if that is not 
practicable shall give them notice thereof, either by adver¬ 
tisement in a newspaper having an appropriate circulation or 
in any other mode allowed by the:e presents, net less that 
seven days before the meeting. 

PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETING 

88. Quorum at General Meeting.—Five Members per¬ 
sonally present shall be a quorum for a Genera! Meeting 
and no business shall be transacted at any general meeting 
unless the requisite quorum be present at the commence¬ 
ment of the business. 

89. Business confined to election of Chairman whilst 

chair vacant,—No business shall be discussed at any General 
Meeting except the election of a Chairman whilst the 
Chaii is vacant. ? JJ' 

90. Ihe Chairman of the Board shall be entiled to take 
the Chair at every General Meeting. If there be no Chair¬ 
man or if at any meeting he shall rot be present within 
fif'ecii minute> after the time -ppoin'ed for holding such 
meeting, or is unwilling to act as Chairman of the meeting 
and on default of their doing so, the Members present shall 
choose one of the Directors to lake the Chair and if no 
Director present be willing to take the Chair, the Members 
present shall choose one of their number to be the Chair¬ 
man of the Meeting. 

91. Proceeding when quorum not present.—Tf within half 
un hour after the time appointed for Ihe holding of a 
General Meeting a quorum be not present the meeting if com¬ 
menced on the requisition of shareholders shall be dissolved 
and in any other case shall stand adjourned to the same day 
In the next week; at the same time and place or to such other 
day and at such time and place as the Directors may deter¬ 
mine. If at such adjourned meeting also a quorum he not 
present within half an hour from the time appointed for hold- 1 
ing the meeting the Members present shall be a quorum and 
may transact the business for whicty the meeting was called. 

92. Adjoufned Meeting—The Chairman with the consent of 
meeting may adjourn any meeting from time to time and from 
place to place, but no business shall be transacted id any ad¬ 
journed meeting Other than business which might have been 
transacted at the meeting from which the adjournment took 
nlace. No Notice of adjourned meeting shall be necessarv to 
be given unless the meeting is adjourned for more than thirty 
days. 

93. What is to he evidence of the passing or resolution 
where poll not demanded.—At an’v General Meeting a reso¬ 
lution put to the vo‘e of the meeting shall he decided on a 
show of hand’s unless a poll is (before or on Ihe declaration 
of the result on the show of hands demanded, in the manner 
show of hands unless a poll is (hefore nr on the declaration 
hereinafter mentioned, and unless a poll is so demanded, a 
declaration bv the Chairman that a resolution has ,on a 
show of hands, 'been carried or carried unanimously or by a 
narticular majolitv or lost and an entry to that effect in the 
book of the proceedings of the Comnanv shall be conclusive 
evidence of the fact or against such resolution. 

94. Demand for Poll.—(a) Before nr on the declaration of 
the result or the voting on any resolution on a show of hands, 
a noM may be ordered to be taken bv the Chairman of the 
meeting of h ; s own motion, and shall be ordered to be taken 
bv him on a demand made in that bebalf bv anv member or 
members present in person or bv porxy and holding share in 
the Company :— 

(i) which confer a powei to vote on the resolution not . 
being less than one-tenth of the total voting power 
ip respect of the resolution; or 
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(il) on which an aggregate sum of not less than fifty 
thousand rupees has been paid-up 

(b) The demand for a poll, may be withdrawn at any 
time by the person who made the demand, 

95. Time of taking poll—(a) If a poll is deemanded on the 
election of a Chairman nr on a question of adjournment, it 
shall be taken forthwith and without adjournment. 

(b) A poll demanded on any other question shall be taken 
at such time not being later than forty eight hours from the 
time when the demand was made, as the Chairman may direct. 

96. Rights of Members to use his votes differently—On a 
poll taken at a meeting of the Company, a Member entitled 
to more than one vote, cr his proxy or other persons entitled to 
vote for him as the cise may be, need no', if he votes, 
use all his votes or cast In the same way all the votes he uses. 

97. Secrutineers at poll fa) Where a poll is to be taken, the 
Chairman of the meeting shall appoint two scrutineers to 
scrutinise the votes given on the poll and to report thereon to 
him; 

(b) The Chairman shall have power, at any time before the 
result of the poll is declared, to remove a scrutineer from 
office and to fill vacancies in the office of the scrutineer aris¬ 
ing from such removal or from any other came; 

(c) Of the two scrutineers appointed under this Article, one 
shall always be a Member (not being rn Officer or employee 
of the Company) present at the meeting, provided that such 
a Member is available and willing to be appoin'ed. 

98. Manner of taking poll and result thereof—(a) Subject 
to the provision of the Act, the Chdrman of the meeting shall 
have !he power to regulate the manner in which a poll shall be 
f aken; 

(b) The result of the poll shall he deemed to be the 
decision of the meeting on the resolution on which the poll 
wan taken. 

99. Motion how decided in case of equality of votes—In 
the case of equality of vo'es whe'her on show of hands or 
on a poll, the Chairman of the meeting at which <he show of 
hands takes place or at which a noli is demanded, shall be 
entit'ed to a casting vote In addition to his own vote or 
votes to which he may be entitled as a Member. 

100. Demand of noli not to prevent transaction of other 
business—The demand for a poll shall no' prevent the conti¬ 
nuance of a meeting for the transaction of any business other 
thpn the question on which the poll has been demanded, 

101. Minutes of Gen*ra1 Meetings—The Company shall 
cause minutes of all proceedings of Genera] Mee’inos to be 
entered in books kept for that purpose. The Minutes of 
each Meeting shall contain a fair and correct summary of the 
proceedings thereat. All 'he appointments of officers made 
a f anv of the Meetings shall be Included in the minutes of 
the Meeting. Anv such meetings, if purported to be signed 
bv the Chairman of 'he Meeting at wh'ch the proceedings took 
place or in the event of the death or inability of that Chair¬ 
man by a Director duly authorised by the Board for the 
purpose, shall be evidence of the proceedings. 
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105. Voting by Corporations.—-.Any Member who is a 
Corporation present by a representative duly authorised by 
a resolution of the Directors or other governing body of 
such corporation in accordance with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 187 of the Act may vote on a show of hands as if he 
was a Member of the Company. The production at the 
Meeting of such resolution duly signed by one Director of 
such Corporation or by a Member of its governing body 
and certified by him as be : ng a true copy of the resolution 
shall on production at the Meeting be accepted by the Com¬ 
pany as sufficient evidence of the validity of his appointment 

106. No Member to vole unless calls are paid up.—Sub¬ 
ject to the provision of the Act, no Member shall be en¬ 
titled to be present or to vote at any General Meeting either 
personally or by proxy or attorney or as a proxy or as 
attorney in respect of shares registered in his name, on which 
calls or other sum shall be overdue and payable to the Com¬ 
pany in respect of any of the shares of such Members for 
more then one month. 

107. Qualification of proxy.—fa) Any Member of the 
Company entitled to attend and vote at a meeting of the 
Company shall be entitled to appoint another person (whe¬ 
ther a Member or not) as his proxy to attend and vote 
instead of himself, but a proxy so appointed shall not have 
any right to speak at the meeting,

110. Deposit of instrument of appointment and Inspec¬ 
tion.—(i) No person shall act as proxy unless the instru¬ 
ment of his appointment and the power of attorney or other 
authority if any under which It is signed or a notarial!)' 
certified copy of that poweir of uithoritv shall be deposited 
nt the CMflce at least forty eight hours before the time of 
holding the meeting at which the person named in the 
instrument of proxy proposes to vote and in default the 
instrument appointing the proxy shall not be treated as valid- 
No attorney shall be entitled to vote unless the Power of 
Attorney or other instrument appointing him as attorney or 
a. hOtarially certified copy thereof has either been registered 
in the records of the Company at anv time not less than 
forty eight hours before the time of the meeting at which 
the attorney proposes to vole or Is deposited at the Office 
not less than forty eight horns before Ihe lime of same 
meeting as aforesaid, 


102. Inspeo'ion of Minutes Books—The books containing 
minutes of proceedings of General Meetings of (he Company 
shall be kept at the Registered Office of the Company aPd 
shall be open to the inspection of anv Member without charges 
between 11 a.m, and 2 00 p.m, on all working days. 

103. Copies of Minutes—Any Member shall be entitled to 
be furnished within seven days after he had made a request in 
that behalf to the Company with copy of anv minutes referred 
to above at such charges as may be prescribed by the Act. 

Votes of Members 

104. (a) UDOn a show of hands cverv Member of the 
Company entitled to vo‘e and present in person or by attor¬ 
ney or proxy shall have one vote. 

(,b) Upon a poll every Member of the Company who 
be ng an individual is present in person or bv attorney or 
by proxy or being a Corporation is present bv a repres-n 
tativc or proxy shall have a voting right in proportion to his 
share of the paid-up capital of the Company, 


Hi) Notwithstanding that a Power of Attorney or other 
authority has been registered in the records of the Company,

Directors 

116. Number of Directors—Unless otherwise determined 
by a General Meeting of the Members of the Company, 
the number of Directors shall not be less than three or 
more than, eighteen including Government Directors, Deben¬ 
ture Director (if any) and the Managing Director and the 
number of Directors may be increased beyond eighteen with 
the approval of the Central Government.

118. (A) Government Directors—The Central Govern¬ 
ment may from time to time nominate not more than three 
persons as Directors on the Board of (he Company.

160. The Seal, its custody and use.—The Board shall pro¬ 
vide a Common Seal for the purpose of the Company and 
shall have power from time to time to destroy the same and 
substitute a new seal in lieu thereof and the Board Khali 
provide for the safe custody of the Seal for the time being, 
and the Seal shall never be used except by or under the 
authority of the Board or a Committee of Directors, and in 
Iho presence of one Director or any other person who may 
he authorised in this regard at the least, who shall sign 
every instrument to which the Seal is affixed ; provided that 
certificates of share® may be under the signatures of such 
persons as provided by the Companies (1‘sue of Share Certi¬ 
ficates) Rules in force from time to time. Save as other¬ 
wise expressly provided by the Act a document or proceed¬ 
ing requ ring authentication by the Company may be signed 
by a D'rector, or the Secretary or any o'her officer autho¬ 
rised in that behalf by the Board and need not be under 
its Seal. 

161. Seal abroad.—The Company may cxeicise the powers 
conferred by Section 50 of the Act and such powers shall 
accordingly be vested in the Directors, 

DIVIDENDS 

162. Division of profits.—-The profit of the Company, sub- 
jec to any special rights relating thereto created or authorised 
to be created by the Memorandum of Association or these 
presents and subject to the provisions of the Act. and these 
present® shall be divisible among the Members in proportion 
to the amount of capital paid up in the shares held by them 
respectively. 

163. Capital paid up in advance at interest not to earn 
dividend.—Where capital is paid up in advances of calls 
upon the foo ing that the same shall carry interest, such 
capital shall not, whilst carrying interest, confer a right (to 
dividend) to participate in profits. 

164. Dividends in proportion to amount paid up,—The 
Company may pay dividends in proportion to the amount 
paid up or credited an paid up on each share, where a larger 
amount is paid up or credited as paid up on some shares 
than on others. 

165. The Company in General Meeting may declare a. 
dividend.—The Company in General Meeting may declare a 
dividend to be paid to the Members according to their res¬ 
pective rights and interests in the profits and may fix the 
time for payment. 

166. No larger dividend than recommended by Directors, 
etc.—No larger dividend shall be declared than is recom¬ 
mended by the Directors but the Company in General 
Meeting may declare a smaller dividend, subject to provisions 
of Seclon 205 of the Act, and no dividend shall carry in¬ 
terest as agamst the Company. The declaration of Directors 
as to the amount of the net profits of the Company shall be 
conclusive. 

167. Interim dividend.—The Directors may, from time lo 
time, pay to the Members such interim dividends as in their 
judgement the position of the Company justifies. 

168. Retention of dividends until completion of transfer 
under Article 58.—The Directors may retain the dividends 
payable upon shares in respect of which any person is, under 
Article 57 hereof, entitled to transfer un*il such person shall 
become a Member in respect of such shares. 


169. No Member tc receive dividend while ir.aeb ed to 
the Company and Comp my’a right tr, reirabui semenr 
thereof.—Subject to Section 205 of the Act, no Member shall 
be entitled to receive payment of any interest or dividend 
in icspcct of his share or shares whilst any money hi ay be 
due or owing from him to the Company in respect of such 
share or shares of or otherwise howsoever either alone or 
jointly with any other person or perrons and the Direc ors 
may deduct from the interest or dividend pavab’e to any 
Member all sums of money so due from him to the 
Company. 

171). Transfer of shares must he rcgiitcrel. — A turol'ei of 
sharer, shall not pass the light to auj dividend declined 
thereon before the registration of the tmnsfer 

171. Spcc'al provision with reference to dividend.—No 
dividend shall be payable except in cash. Provided that 
nothing in this Article shall he deemed !o prob'bit the 
capitalisation of profits or reserves of the Company for the 
purpose of issuing fully paid up bonus shares or pavinc up 
any amount for the rime being unpaid on any shares held 
by the Members of the Company. 

172. Dividends how remitted,—Any dividend payable in 
cash inay be paid by cheque or warrant sent through the 
post to the registered address of the Member or person en¬ 
titled or in case of joint hohleis to that one of them first 
named in the rcgis'ei in respect of the joint holding. Every 
such cheque shall be made payable to the order of the 
person to whom it is sent. The Company shall not be liable 
or responsible to any cheque or warrant lost in tr.ansmbsion 
or for any dividend lost to the Member or person enti led 
thereto by the forged endorsement of any cheque or warrant 
or the fraudulent or improper recovery thereof by any other 
means, 

173. Unclaimed or unpaid dividends.—(a) Tf u dividend 
declared by the company has not been paid or claimed 
within forty two day9 from the date of declaration to Liny 
shareholder onli'led lo the pavment of the dividend, the 
Company shall wi'hin seven days from the date of expTy 
of the said period of forty two days, open a special account 
in tha‘ behalf in any Scheduled Bank called "the Unpaid 
Dividend Account of Credit Analysis and Research lour ted’ 1 
and transfer the total amount of such dividend remaining 
unpaid or unclaimed, to such account. 

(b) Any money transferred to the unpaid dividend account 
of the Company which remains unpaid or uncla'med Tnr a 
period of 'hree years from the date of such transfer shall

sh"'l be open to inspection by the Directors during business 
hours. 

177. Inspection by Members of accounts and book™ of the

eeeding account and a Balance Sheet containing a summary of 
the propeity and liabilities of the Company made up to date 
not more than 6 months before the meeting or in case where 
an extension hias been granted for holding he meeting up to 
such extended time and every uch Balance Sheet shall as re¬ 
quired by Section 217 of the Ac‘, be accompanied by a Report 
(to be attached here(o) of the Directors as to the state and 
condition of the Company, and os to the amount (if any) 
set aside by them for the Reserve Fund, General Reserve 
or Reserve Account shown specifically in the Balance sheet 
or to be shown specifically in a subsequent Balance Sheet. 

(79. Form and contentions of Balance Sheet and Profit 
and Loss Account—Every Balance Sheet and Profit and Loss 
Account of the Company shall give a true and fait vjew if the 
slate of affairs of the Company and shall, subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Section 211 of the Act, be in the Forms set out in 
Parts I and II respectively of Schedule VI of the Act, or as 
near thereto as circumstances admit, 

180. Aulhentieation of Balance Sheet and other documents; 
Sopics thereof to be sent to Mvmbeis—(i) The Balance Sneet 
and the Profit and Loss Account shall be signed by the 
Manager of Secretary if any, and by not less than two 
D rectors of the Company one of whom shall be the Manag¬ 
ing Director if appointed or when only one Director is for 
the time being in India, by such Director and Manager or 
Secretary. But in the latter case the Director concerned 
shall attached to the Balance Sheet a statement signet' by him 
explaining the reasons therefor. The Balance Sheet and the 
Profit and Loss Account shall be approved by tho 
Board before they arc singed on behalf of tho 
Boaid in accordance with the provisions to this Arti¬ 
cle and before they are submitted to the Auditor 
for their report thereon. The Auditors’ Report shall bo 
attached to the Balance Sheet and the Profit and Low 
Acclunt or there shall be inserted at the foot of the Balance 
Sheet and Profit and Loss Account a reference to the Report. 

(ii) A copy of such Balance Sheet and the Profit and Loss 
Account of audited together with a copy of the Auditors’ 
Report shall, at least twenty one days before the meeting at 
wlvch the same arc to be laid before the Members of the 
Company, subject to the provisions of Section 219 of the 
Act, be sent to every Member of the Company, to every 
trustee for the holders of any debentures issued by the Com¬ 
pany whether such member or trustee is or is not e—Med to 
notice* of Genera] Meeting of the Company o be t. to 
him, and to all other persons other than such mccff'-rs i™, 
trustees, being persons so entitled and a copy of the same 
shall be made available at the Office for inspect on by the 
Members of the Company during a period of at least twenty 
one days before that meeting. 

181. Copies of Balance Sheet and Profit and Loss 
Account and Auditors’ Report to be filed—After he Balance 
.Sheet and Profit and Loss Account have been laid before the 
Company at a General Meeting, three copies thereof signed 
by the Manager or Secretary or as required by Section 
220 of the Act shall together with the requisite Returns in 
accordance with the requirements of Section 159 and 161 of 
the Act be filed with the Registrar of Companies within the 
time specified in Section 220 of the Act. 

AUDIT 

182. Accounts to be audited—Once ul least in every year 
the accounts of the Company shall be balanced and audited 
and the correctness of the ProfP and T oss Account and 
Balance Sheet ascertained 'by one or more Auditor or Audi¬ 
tors. 

183. Appointment and qualification of Auditors—The 
Company shall at each Annual General Meeting appoint an 
Auditor or Auditors being Chartered Accountant or Accoun¬ 
tants to hold from conclusion of the meeting until the next 
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Annual General meeting and shall wiLhin seven days o£ 
the appontmenl thereof give intimation thereof to every audi¬ 
tor so appointed and the following provisions shall have 
effect, that is to say : 

(1) If an appointment or re-appointment of an Auditor 
or Auauors is .not made at an. Annual General 
Meeting the Company shall, within seven days 
thereof, give notice of the fact to the Central Gov¬

been kept by the Company for far as appears from the 
examination of those books aod proper returns adequate 
for the purpose of their audit have been received from the 
examination of those hooks and proper returns adequate 
for the purpose of their audit have been received from the 
branches not visited by them; und (c) whether the Com¬ 
pany’s Balance Sheet and the Profit and Loss Account dealt 
with by the Report arc in agreement with the books of 
account and Returns, where any of the matters referred 
to in items (i) und (ii) or (a), (b) and (c) aforesaid is ans¬ 
wered in the negative or with a qualification the Auditors'

(3) The Auditors" Report shall be attached to the Balance

in General Meeting and shall be open to inspection by any 
Member of the Company 

186. Auditors' rights to attend Meetings.—All notices of 
and other communications relating to, any General Meeting 
of the Company which any Member of the 'Company is entitl¬ 
ed to have sent to him shall aRo be forwarded to the Audi¬ 
tors of the Company, and the Auditors shall be entitled tci 
attend and to be hoard at any General Meeting which they 
attend or any part of the business which concerns them as 
Auditors. 

187. Accounts when audited and approved to be con¬ 

clusive except as to errors discovered within 3 months—■ 
Every account when audited and approved by a General 
Meeting shall be conehisbc except vrith regards to any error 
discovered therein within three months after the approval 
thereof, Whenever any such error is discovered within that 
period, the account shall forth with be corrected and thcre- 
lorth shall be conclusive ■ 

NOTICE 

188. Notice—(l)A notice which expression for the pur¬ 
poses of these presents shall be deemed to include any sum¬ 
mons, notice, process, order, Judgement or any other docu¬ 
ment in relation to or in the winding up of the Company) 
may be ghen b, the Company to any Member cither per¬ 
sonally or by sending it by post to h;m to _ his registered 
address or it lie has no registered address in India to the 
address if any within India supplied by him to the Company 
for the giving of notices to him. 

(2) Where a document (which shall for this purpose be 
deemed to include any summons, requisition, process, order) 
judgement or any other documents in relation to the winding 
up of the Company or a notice is sent by post, the service 
of such notice shall be deemed to be effected by properly 
addressing, pre-paying and posting a letter containing the 
notice provided that where a Member has intimated to the

Subject to 
the provisions of Section 201 of the Act, Board of 
Director, Managing Director, Managers, Secretary, and other 
officers or other employees for the time being of the Com¬ 
pany, Auditor and the Trustees, if any, for (he lime being 
acting in relation to any of the affairs of the Company and 
every one of them and everv onr of their heirs, executors 
and administrators shall be indemnified and secured harmless 
out of the assets and profits of the Company from and against 
all actions, costs, charges. Josses, da mages and expenses 


which they or any of them, their heirs, executors or adminis¬ 
trators shall or may incur or sustain by or reason ol any act 
done, concur!ed in or omitted in o about the execution of 
their duty, or supposed duty in their respective offices or 
trusts except such, if any, as they shall incur or sustain

(2) Save and except so far as the provisions of this Article 
shall be avoided by Section 201 of the Act, none of them 
shall be answerable for the acls. receipts, neglects or defaults 
of the other or other of them, or for joining in any receipt; 
for the sake of conformity, or for insolvency of any bankers 
or other persons with whom r;ny moneys or effects belonging 
to the Company shall or may be lodged or deposited for 
safe custody or for the insufficiency or deficiency of any secu¬

Definitions 

(1) "Board" means Board of Directors of NSEIL 

(2) "EXCHANGE Securities" means securities which have been admitted to the Official List(s) of NSE Securities. 

(.1) "EXCHANGE” means the stock Exchange(s) operated by NSF1L. 

(4) "Executive Committee” or "EC" means the Committee of the EXCHANGE formed in accordance with Chapter ITT. 

(5) "Issuer" includes a Government, a body corporate or other entity-whether incorporated or not, which issues any 
security or other instrument, or draws or accepts a negotiable instrument which is admitted to dealings on the NSE, 

(6) "Market-Maker” means a trading member registered under Chapter IX. 

(7) "NSEIL” means the National Stock Exchange of India Limited. 

(8) "Official List of USE securities” means the list of securities which are listed or permitted to trade on the EXCHANGE. 

(9) "Participant” means a constituent who is registered by the relevant authority from time- to time under Chapter 
VI of the Bye Laws. 


(10) "Regulations” unless the context indicates otherwise, includes business rules, code of conduct and such other regu¬ 
lations prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time for the operations of the Exchange and these shall be subject to the 
provisions of the Securities Contracts (Regulations) Act, 1956 snd Rules and SEBI Act. 


(11) “Relevant Authority" means the Boarder such authority as specified by the Board from time to time as relevant 
for a specified purpose. 

(12) "Relevant SE Securities" or “Relevant Securities” means those NSE securities pertaining to the relevant trading 
segment. 


(13) "Rules”, unless the context indicates otherwise, means rules as mentioned hereunder for regulating the activities 
and responsibilities of trading members of NSE and as prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time for the constitutions, 
organisation and functioning of the Exchange and these rules shall bo subject to the provisions of the Securities Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, 1956 and Rules and SEBT Act. 

(14) 'SEBI" means the Securities and Exchange Board of India. 

(15) "Security" shall have the meaning assigned to it in the Securities Contracts (Regulations) Act, 1956 and shall also 
include such other class of monetary transactions or instruments, scripless or otherwise, as may bo admitted to dealings on 

EXCHANGE. 

(16) “Security admitted to dealings" includes a security which is listed or permitted to trade on EXCHANGE. 

(17) "Trading Member” means a stock broker and the member of the NSE registered in accordance with Chapter 
V of the Bye-Laws. 

(18) "Trading Segments" or "Segments" means the different segments or divisions comprising of NSE securities as may 
he classified and specified by the Board or relevant authority from time to time 


(19) "Trading system of the NSE” means a system which makes available to trading members and the investing public, 
by whatever method, quotations in NSE securities and disseminates lion regarding trades effected, volumes etc. and 

such other notification ras may be placed thereon by the 
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CHAPTER I : TRADING SEGMENTS 

(1) There may be more than one trading segment as may 
be specified by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(2) The securities which will be eligible for admission to| 
the different trading segment will be specified by the relevant 
authority from lime to time. 

Wholesale Debt Mnrket Segment 

(31 Instruments used for Wholesale debt market transac¬ 
tions may be admitted to dealings on the Wholesale Debt 
Market Trading Segment subject to trading regulations which 
the relevant authority may prescribe from time to time, 

Capital Market Trading Segment 

(4) Securities eligible under the Securities Contracts (Re¬ 
gulation) Act, 1956, may be admitted to dealings on the 
Capital Market Trading Segment.

Admission of Securities to Dealings 

(2) (a) Dealings are permitted on the Exchange in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions prescribed in these Bye Laws andl 
Regulations im that behalf, in securities which are, from 
lime to time, listed or pcimitted to trade on the trading seg¬ 
ments by the relevant authority.

For the purposes of any dispute Hie record as maintained bv 
Ibc computer proces.sina units bv the Exchange shall constitute 
valid evid- nc in imv dlsput-i O' rl"im h-t,w,-n the conOltu-nts 
. and- the trading member of the Exchange or between the 
trading members of the Exchrmre intcr-se. 

Indemnity 

(21 Tho Exchange shall not be liable for tmV unautho¬ 
rised dealings on the Exchange by any person aiding in the 
name of trading raember(.x). 

Trading Members Only Parties to Traders 

(3) (a) The Exchange docs not recognise as parties to 
anv .deal any persons other than its own trading members, 
and 
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f (b) Every trading member is directly and wholly liable, 
in accordance with the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of 
the Exchange, to every other trading member with whom 
such trading member effects any deal on the Exchange for 
due fulfilment of the deal, whether such deal be for account 
of the trading member effecting it or for account of a 
constituent. 

All Dealings Subject to Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations 

(4) All dealings in securities On the Exchange shall be 
deemed made subject to the Bye Laws, Rules and Regula¬ 
tions of the Exchange and this shall be a part of the terms 
and conditions of all such deals and the deals shall be sub¬ 
ject to .he exercise by the relevant authority of the powers 
With respect thereto vested in it by the Bye Laws, Rules and 
Regulations of the Exchange, 

Inviolability of Trade 

(5) (a) An application to annual a trade on the Ex¬ 
change shall not be en.ertainod by the relevant authority 
except under a specific allegation of fraud or willful mis¬ 
representation or upon, prana facie evidence of such material 
mistake in the trade as in the discretion of the relevant 
authority renders the case fit for its decision. 

(b) The annulment of a trade under sub-clause (a) above 
shall be only by a decision of tho relevant authority and a 
decision to that effect shall be final and shall come into force 
forthwith. , , 

Deals by Rcpiescntativc Trading members 

(6) (a) A trading member may authorise another trading 
member to act as a representative for a specified period with 
the prior permission of the relevant authority. 

(b) When a trading member employs another trading 
member cs a representative to put through the transaction 
of a constituent each representative shall report the tran¬ 
saction to the employing trading member at the same price 
as dealt in the market and tho employing trading member 
shall report the same price to the constituent in respect of 
such transaction. 

CHAPTER VIII 

TRADING SYSTEM AND MARKET MAKERS 

1 .1) Securities which will be eligible for market making, 
if ai all, will be specified by the .relevant authority from time 
to time. 

Registration of Market Makers 

(2) (a) Trading members may apply to be market makers 
In any security eligible for market making, 

(b) No trading member shall act as a market maker un¬ 
less such Member is approved in accordance with this Bye 
Law and the approval has not been suspended or cancelled. 
Application for registration shall be in such forms and with 
such particulars as may be prescribed from time to time, 

Cc) A market maker shall apply to be registered to the 
relevant authority before commencing market making ope¬ 
rations in each relevant security. If the relevant authority 
is satisfied, it shall within fifteen business days of receipt of 
such notification, designate the market maker as a registered 
market maker for that security. A registered market maker 
shall not commence to make a market in any relevant secu¬ 
rity until one business day after notice of its reg.stration has 
been disseminated through the quotation system, 

(d) A registered market maker in any Exchange security 
must : 

(i) Undertake to make bid and offer quotations in the 
trading system with respect to that security and to 
effect transactions in a minimum quantity of such 
other number of securities as may be prescribed 
from time to time at its quoted price per business 
day ; 

fix) Undertake to make market for the security for 
as, lijng as prescribed from time to time-from the 
date the security becomes available for trading' by 


public in the case of a registered market maker* 
approved -under sub-section 2(b) above. 

(iii) Undertake to execute orders for the purchase or 
sale of relevant securities at its quoted prices with 
trading members of clients. 

(e) A registered market maker may cease making a 
market in a particular Exchange security any dmc after a 
m.mmum period as prescribed from time to time from 
commencement of making market in that security, after hav¬ 
ing given -he required notice of intention 10 the relevant 
authority. The required period of notice in this case shall 
be fifteen brininess days or such other period ns may be 
prescribed from time to time. 

(f) A registered market maker may cease making e. market 
in that security provided formal approval has been obtained 
from .he relevant authority. Such approval will normally 
be granted in situations where, in the opinion of the rele¬ 
vant authority, it is e.ther impractical or undesirable for the 
rcgis.ered market maker to continue lo operate on account 
of events beyond its control. 

(3) An obligation may be imposed on a trading mem¬ 
ber taking up market making operations in certain securities 
to take up addi.onal market making operations in certain 
o.her securities as determined by the relevant auihonty Tom 
time to time. 

Suspension and Prohibition of Market Makers 

(4) (a) The relevant authori-y may limit or prohibit the 
authority of a registered market maker to d splay on or 
enicr quotations into the trading system or deal in the secu¬ 
rities in which he is regis cred as a market maker if : 

(i) such market maker has been or is expelled or sus¬ 
pended from membership of the Exchange, or is 
unable to comply with the Exchange's Bye Laws, 
Rules and Regulations or whose registrat.on is 
cancelled by the Securities and Exchange Board of 
India; 

(ii) such market maker has defaulted on an transaction 

effected in respect of Exchange securities ; " . 

(iii) such market maker is in such financial or operating 
difficulty tj>at tho relevant author.ty determines .hat 
such market maker cannot be permit ed to display 
on or enter quotation in.o the trading system with 
safety to investors, creditors, other Trad.ng mem¬ 
bers- of ihe Exchange ; 

(iv) where such market maker in the view of the rele¬ 
vant authority, ceases to meet qualification require¬ 
ments for registration as market maker. 

K Any market maker which the relevant au hority takes 
i against pursuant to sub-section 4(a) above shall be 
notified in writing of such action. Such a market maker 
shall forthwith cease to make market. 

(c) Any market maker against which the relevant au'ho- 
rity takes action may request an opportunity for a hearing 
within ten days of the da.e of notification pursuant to sub¬ 
section 4(b) above. A request for hearing shall not operate 
as a stay of action. 

(d) A written decision shall be issued within one week of. 
the date of hearing and a copy shall be sent to he market 
maker , 

. (e) On revocation of suspension or prohibition, the market 
maker can display on or enter quotations into tho trading 
system. 

Operational Parameters or Market Makers 

(5) The relevant authority may determine and announce 
from time to time operational parameter; for market makers 
which registered market makers shall adhere to. 

(fi) The operational parameters may, Inter alia, include : 

(a) limit- of spread -be'ween bid and offer rates for 
- different securities, if found necessary;. 
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(c) limit of variation within a day or between days in 
bid and oner prices; 


(b) fixation of market lots, odd lots and/or minimum 
number of securities to be offered to be bought or 
sold; 

(c) limit of variation within a day gr between days in 
bid and offer prices; 

Cd) the minimum stock of scrips which the trading 
member must maintain, below which he must inti¬ 
mate the relevant authority ; 

(e) in the event of Stock of scrips with a market maker 
being sold out, allowing the market maker to quote 
only purchase price offers till such time as mar¬ 
ketable lot of securities is built up to re-commence 
selling operations, and 

(f) other matters which may affect smooth operation 
of trading in securities in which he acts as a 
market maker, keeping in view larger interest of 
the public. 

CHAPTER IX 


(.f) other matters which may affoct smooth operation of 
trading m securities keeping in view larger interest 
of the public; 

(g) determine the types of trades permitted for a mem¬ 
ber and a security ; 

(h) determining functional details of the trading system 
including the system design, users infrastructure, 
system operation. 

Suspension on Failure to meet Trading Limits 

(7) A trading member failing to restrict dealing on the 
Exchange to his trading limits as provided in these Bye Laws 
and Regulations shall be required by the relevant authority 
to reduce dealings to within trading limits forthwith. The 
relevant authority at its discretion may suspend a trading 
memoers ror violation 01 iracung joints ana me suspension 
shall continue until relevant authority withdraw guch sus¬ 
pension. 


Transaction* and Settlements Transactions 
Business Hours 

(1) The business hours for dealing in the Exchange secu¬ 
rities in different segments on the Exchange shall be during 
such time as may be decided by the relevant authority from 
time to time. The relevant authority may, from time to 
time, specify business hours for different types of deals, such 
as for spot, ready and odd lots. 

(2) The relevant authority may declare a list of holidays 
in a calendar year. The relevant authority may from time 
to time alter or cancel any of the Exchange holidays fixed in 
accordance with these provisions. It may. for reasons to be 
recorded, close the market on days other than or in addition 
to holiday*. 

Trading System 

■ (3) fa) Deals may be effected through order driven, 
quote driven (market makers) or such other system as the 
Exchange may put in place for the trading segments from 
time to time. 

(b) Deals between Trading members may be effected by 
electronic media or computer network or such other media 
as specified by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(c) Deals may be effected on spot, ready or on such 
other baeia as may be specified by the relevant authority 
from time to time, subject to the Securities Contrac’s 
(Regulations) Act and Rules and the SEB.I Act. 

Transaction at Best Quotation 

(4) In transaction with or on behalf of clients trading 
members must indicate to the clients the current best quota¬ 
tion as reflected in the trading system. 

Operational Parameters for Trading 

(5) The relevant authority may determine and announce 
from time to time operational parameters regarding dealing 
of securities on EXCHANGE which trading members shall 
adhere to. 

(6) The operational parameters may, inter alia, include : 

(a) trading limits allowed which may include trading 
limits with reference to net worth and capital ade¬ 
quacy norms; 

(b) trading volumes and limits at which it will be inr 
cumbent for trading members to intimate the Ex¬ 
change; 

fc) limit of spread between bid and offer rates for 
different securities, if found necessary; 

(d) fixation of market lots, odd lots and/or minimum 
number of securities to be offered, to b# bought or 

SMd;. 


Contract Notes 

(8) Contract Notes shall be issued within such period a* 
may be specihed by the relevant authority from time to time 
tor deals ehected with clients or on betialf of clients, and 
will contain such details as the relevant authority may specify 
tiom nnic to time. iUc coutraci. nows snail specily that 
the deals is subject to the Bye Laws, Rules and regulations of 
tbe Exchange and subject to arbitration as provided therein 
and subject to the jurisdiction of the Civil Courts of Bombay. 

(9) Details of all deals effected, as may be specified, shall 
be communicated to mo oinces ot m© t-xcuango on the day 
of the transaction. 

(10) Unless otherwise provided in these Bye Laws, all 
dealings earned out in respect of Exchange securities shall 
be subject to the Bye Laws, Regulations and Rules of th* 
Exchange. 

Delivery of securities 

(11) Delivery of all securities, documents and papers and 
payment in respect ot all deaia sham oo m such manner and 
such place(s) as may be prescribed by the relevant authority 
from time to time. 

(12) The relevant authority shall specify from time to 
time, the securities, documents and papers which, when deli¬ 
vered in prescribed manner, shall constitute good delivery 
Where circumstances so warrant, the rioevant authority may 
determine, for reasons to be recorded whether or not a deli¬ 
very constitutes a good delivery, and such finding shall bo 
binding on the paities concerned. Where the relevant 
authority determines that a delivery does not constitute • 
good delivery, the delivering party shall be required to 
substitute good delivery instead within such time period as 
may be specified. 

(13) The norms and procedures for delvery with respect 
to market lot, odd lot, minimum lot, part delivery, delivery 
of partly paid securities, etc. shall be as prescribed by the 
relevant authority from time to time. 

(14) The requirements and procedures for determining 
disputed deliveries or defective deliveries, and measures, pro¬ 
cedures and system of resolving the dispute or defect in 
deliveries or of co-Exchangequences of such deliveries or 
their resolution shall, subject to these Bye Laws, be as pres¬ 
cribed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

Clearing and Settlement 

(15) Clearing and settlement of deals shall be effected by 
the parties concerned by adopting and using such arrange¬ 
ments, systems, agencies or procedures as may be prescribed 
or specified by the. relevant authority from time to time. 
Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, the 
relevant authority may prescribe or specify, for adoption and 
use.by the Trading Members, participants, and other speci¬ 
fied constituents, such custodial - and depository services 
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time to time to facilitate smooth operation of the clearing 
and, settlement arrangement or system. 

, (16) The function of the clearing house may be perform¬ 
ed by the Exchange or any agency identified by the relevant 
authority for this purpose, m roic at me clearing house 
•hall bp to act as a facilitator for processing of deliveries 
and payments between Trading Memt>en>/Participants for 
trades effected by them on the Exchange. Se-tlcment in 
each market segment of the Exchange shall be either on nett¬ 
ed basis, gross basis, trade-for-trade basis or any other basis 
as may be specified by the relevant authority from, time to 
time. Save as otherwise expressly provided In the regulations, 
when funds and securities are, under a prescribed arrange* 
meat, routed through the clearing nousc, the settlement res¬ 
ponsibility shall rest wholly and solely upon the counter 
parties to the trade and/or the concerned Trading Members 
as the case may be; and the clearing house shall act as the 
common agent ot the Trading Mem here/Participants for 
receiving or giving delivery of securities and for receiving 
and paying funds, without incurring any liability or obliga¬ 
tion a* a principal. 

Closing out 

(IT) Subject to the regulations prescribed by the relevant 
authority from time to time, any dealing in securities made 
on the Exchange may bo closed out by buying in or selling 
out on the Exchange against a Trading Member and/or 
Participant as follows :—■ 

In case of the selling Trading Member/Participant, on 
failure to complete delivery on the due date; and 

in case of the buying Trading Member/Participant, on 
failure to pay the amount due on the due date, and any 
lass, damage or shortfall sustained or suffered as result 
of such closing out shall be payable by the Trading 
Member or participant who failed to give duo delivery 
or to pay amount due. 

(18) Closing out of contracts or dealings In securities and 
settlement of claims arising therefrom shall be in such planner 
within such time frame, and subject to such conditions and 
procedures as may be prescribed from time to time by tha 
relevant authority. 

MARGINS 

Margin Requirements 

(19) Dealings in any security or securities shall be subject 
to such margin requirements as the relevant authority may 

from time to time prescribe. 

Form of Margin Deposit 

20) The margin to be furnished by a trading member 
under these Bye Laws and Regulations shall be provided by 
u deposit of cash or it may be provided in tho form of a 
Deposit Receipt of a Bank approved by the relevant authority 
or in securities approved by it subject to such terms and 
conditions «s it may from time to time impose. Deposits 
of cash shall not carry interest and the securities deposited 
by a trading member valued at the ruling market price 
shall exceed the margin amount for the time being covered 
by such percentage as relevant authority may from time to 
time prescribe. 

Value of Margin Deposit to be Maintained 

(2J) The trading member depositing margin in the form 
of securities shall always maintain the value thereof at not 
less than the margin amount for the time being covered by 
them by providing further security to the satisfaction of thd 
relevant authority which shall always determine the said value 
and whose valuation shall conclusively fix the amount of 
any deficiency to be made up from time to time. 

Margin Deposit to be Held by the 1 Exchange 

(22) The margin deposits shall be held by the Exchange 
and when they are in the form of Bank Deposit Receipts 
and such Receipts and securities may at the discretion of the 
relevant authority be transferred to such persona-or to the 
name of a Bank approved by the Exchange. All margin 
depoeiits shall be held by the Exchange and or by tha approv¬ 
ed pereooa and/or'by the approved Bank solely for and on 


account of the Exchange without any right whatsoever on the 
depositing trading member or those in Its right to call in 
question the exercise of Buch discretion. 

Letter of Declaration 

123) A trading member depositing margin under the pro¬ 
visions of these Bye Laws and Regulations Shall when re¬ 
quired to do so sign a Letter of Declaration in respect of 
such matters and in such form or forms as the relevant 
authority may from time to time prescribe. 


Lien on Margins 

(24) The monies, Bank Deposit Receipts and, other securi¬ 
ties and assets deposited by a trading member by way rtf 
margin under the proisions of these Bye Laws and Regula¬ 
tions shall be subject to a first and paramount lien for any 
stmt due to the Exchange. Subject to the above, the margin 
shall be available in preference to aU other claims of the 
trading member for the due fulfilment of its engagements, 
obligations and liabilities arising out of or incidental to any 
bargains, dealings, transactons and contracts made subject 
to the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange or 
anything done in pursuance thereof, 

Evason of Margin Requirements Forbidden 

(2J) A trading member shall not directly or indirectly 
enter into any arrangement or adopt any procedure for tte 

purpose of evading or assisting in the evamwn of the margin 

requirements prescribed under these Bye Laws and Regula¬ 
tions. 


Suspension on Failure to Deposit Margin 

(26) A trading member failing to deposit margin pro* 
Vided in theee Bye Laws and Regulations shall be required 
by the relevant authority to suspend its business fortfiwith* 
A notice of such suspension shall be immediately placed on 
I he trading system and the suspension shall continue until 
the margin required is duly deposited. 

Interest, Dividends, Rights and Calls 

(27) The buying constituent shall be entitled to receive all 
vouchers, coupons, dividend®, cash bonus, bonus insucs, 
rights and othsr privileges which may relate to securities 
bought cum voucher, cum coupons, cum dividends, cum 
cash bonus, cum bonus Issues, cum rights etc. The sellk* 
constituent shall be entitled to receive all vouchers, coupons* 
dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights and other privi¬ 
leges which may relate to securities sold ex-vouchers, ex 
coupons, ex dividends, ex cash bonus issues, ex rights etc. 

(28) The manner,- mode, information requirements, ahem- 
tfcrn, date and 1 timing etc., of adjustments wiwh respect to 
vouchers, coupons, dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights 
and other privileges between buying trading member and 
selling trading member shall be as prescribed by the relevant 
authority from time to time. The trading members shall 
be responsible between themselves and to their constituents 
for effecting such adjustments. 

(29) In respect of a contract in securities which shall to- 
come or are Exchangeable for new or othsr securities under 
a scheme of reconstruction or reorganisation, the selling con¬ 
stituent shall deliver to the buyer, tas he relevant authority 
directs, either the securities contracted for or the equivalent 
in securities and/or cash and/or other property receivable 
under stich scheme of reconstruction or reorganisation. 

Brokerage on Dealings 

Brokerage 

(30) Trading members are entitled to charge broker**# 
upon the execution of all orders in respect of purchase or 
vale o* s«Mrltie*-*t iwtw not' exceeding-the official tenia 
prccribed by th* relevant authority from time to time. 
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Brokerage on Calls 

(31) A trading member buying securities on which calls 
have been prepaid by the seller may charge brokerage on the 
purchase pr>ce with the amount of such calls added. 

Underwriting Commission and Brokerage 

(32) Unless, otherwise determined and restricted by the 
relevuut auLiiunty, a. trading memottr may. m its discretion, 
charge such brokerage or commission for underwriting or 
placing or acting as a broker or entering into any preliminary 
arrangemcm in respect of any lioaiauon or new issues, or 
Offer lor Sale of any security as it may agree upon with the 
issuer or offerer or with the principal underwriters or brokers 
engaged by such issuer or offerer, subject to limits s.ipumted 
under the relevant statutory provisions as may be applicable 
from time to time. 

Sharing of Brokerage 

(33) (a) A trading member may not share brokerage with 
a person who :— 

(i) is one for or with whom trading membres are for¬ 
bidden to do business under the Bye Laws, Rules 
and Regulations of the Exchange; 

(ii) is a trading member or employee in the employ¬ 
ment of another trading member; 

(b) Irrespective of any arrangement for the shuring of 
brokerage with any person, tbo trading member shall be 
directly and, wnoiy liable to every other member with whom 
such trading member effects any deal on the Exchange. 

CHAPTER X : RIGHTS AND LIABILITIES OF MEMBERS 
AND CONSTITUENTS 


(b) On the application of a creditor trading member who 
refers or has referred to arbitration its claim against the de¬ 
faulting constituent ns provided in these Bye Laws, Rules and 
Regulations, the relevant authority shall issue orders against 
any trading members restraining tpeni from paying or de¬ 
livering to the defaulting constituent any monies or securities 
up to an amount or value not exceeding the creditor mem¬ 
ber’s claim payable or deliverable by him to the defaulting 
constituent in respect of transactions entered into subject to 
the Bye Laws, Ru.es and Regulations oE the Exchange, which 
monies and securities shall be deposited, with the Exchange, 
Tire monies and securities deposited shall be disposed of in 
terms of the award in arbitration and pending a decree shall 
be deposited with the concerned Court when filing the award 
unless the creditor member apd the defaulting constituent 
mutually agree otherwise. 

Closing-out of Constituent’s Account 

(5) (u) When closing-out the account of a constituent a 
trading member may assume or take over- suoh transactions 
to his own account as a principal at prices which are fair and 
justifid by the condition of the market or he may close-out 
in the open market and any expense incurred or any loss 
arising therefrom shall be borne by the constituent. Thu 
contract bote in respect of such closing-out shafl disclose 
whether the trading member is acting as a principal or on 
account of another constituent. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained in (a) above 
dosing out of Participants’ account shall be in such manner 
and subject to such stipulations as may be prescribed from 
timo to time. 

Trading member not Liable to attend to Registration of Trans¬ 
fer 


AT Contracts subject to Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations 

(1) All contracts relating to dealings permitted on the 
Exchange made by a trading member shall in all cases be 
deemed made subject t 0 the Bye Laws, Rules and Regula¬ 
tions of tne Exchange. T his shall be a part of the terms and 
Conditions ot alt such contracts and shall be subject to the 
Cxerciso by the relevant authority of the powers with respect 
thereto vested in it by the Bye Laws, Kuies and Regulations 
of the Exchange. 

Trading members not bound to accept Instructions and 
Orders 

(2) A trading member shaEl not be bound to accept all or 
any of the instructions or order* of constituents for purchase, 
sale, etc., of securities. It may in its absolute, discretion 
decline to accept any such instructions or orders for execution, 
wholly or in part and shall not be bound to assign any reason 
therefor. 

Provided that when a trading member is not prepared 
to carry out such instructions or orders cither wholly or 
in part it shall immediately inform its constituent to that 
effect. 

Margin 


(6) A trading member shall not be deemed to be undcu 
any obligation to attend to the transfer of securities and the 
registration thereof in the name of the. constituent. Tf it 
attends to such work in the ordinary course or at the request 
or desire or by the consent of the constituent it shall bo 
deemed to be the agent of tho constituent in the mater and 
shall not be responsible for loss in transit or for the issuer’s 
refusal to transfer nor be under any other liability or obliga¬ 
tion other than that specifically imposed by these Bye Laws, 
Rules and Regulations. The stamp duty, the transfer fees 
and other charges payable to the issuer, the fee for attending 
to the registration of securities and all incidental expenses 
surh as postage incurred by the trading member shall be 
borne by the constituent. 

Registration of Securities when in Name of Trading member 
or Nominee 

(7) (a) When th c time available to the constituents of a 
trading member is less titan thirty days to complete transfers 
and lodge the securities for registration before the closing of 
the transfer books and where the security is purchased cum 
interest, dividend, bonus or rights which the issuer may have 
announced or declared the trading member may register tho 
securities in its or .its nominee’s name and recover the transfer 
fee, stamp duty and other charges from the buying consti¬ 
tuent. 


(3) A trading member shall have the right to demand 
from its constituent the margin deposit he has to provide 
under these By© Laws, Rules and Regul ations in respect of 
tho business done by it for such constituent. A trading mem¬ 
ber shall also have the right to demand an initial! margin in 
cash and/or securities from us constituent before executing 
an order and/or to stipulate that the constituent shall make 
a margin deposit or furnish additional margin according to 
changes in market prices. The constituent shall when from 
time to tune called upon to do so forthwith provide a margin 
deposit and/or furnish additional margin ns required under 
these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations in respect of thd 
business done for him by and/or as agreed upon by him 
with the trading member concerned. 

Constituent in Defuult 

(4) (a) A trading member shall .not transact business 
dtreclty or indirectly or execute an order for a constituent 
who to his knowledge is in default to another trading mem¬ 
ber - Unless Such constituent shall have made a satisfactory 

Vvitft the trading mtitibcr who is bis creditor. 


! 1)) Lf 1 * trading member shall give immediate intimation 
to the Exchange of the names of such constituents and de¬ 
tails of the transactions as may be specified by tlio relevant 
authority from time to time. The trading member shall also 
gnj immediate intimation thereof to the buying constituent 
and shall stand indemnified for the consequences of any delay 
tn delivery caused by such action.

(28) The Defaulters’ Committee with ih > consent of tho 
trading members who arc creditors of a defaulter shall bo 
entitled to take any proceedings in a court of law either in 


its own name or in the name of the defaulter as it may bo 
advised for recovering any assets of the defaulter. 

Payment of Defaulters’ Committee 

(29 ) II any finding member takes any proceedings in a 
court of law against n defaulter whether during the period 
of its default or subsequent to its rcadmission to enforce

(b) is an indiv : dual who is engaged as a principal or 
employer in any business other than that of secu¬ 
rities except as a broker or a-ent not involving onv 
peponnl financial liability untess h«* undertakes on 
admission to severe his connection \v th such 
business;

(a) he has worked for not less than two years as a 
Partner with, or as an authorised assistant or autho¬ 
rised cletk or apprentice to a member of any re¬ 
cognised stock exchange and is duly registered with 
that exchange, or; 

(b) he agrees to woik foi a minimum period of two 
years as a partner or representative member with 
another member of the Exchange and to enter into 
transactions on the Exchange not in his own name 
bul in the name of that member under whom he is 
working; or 

(c) he succeeds to the established business of a deceased 
or retiring member of the Exchange who is his 
father, uncle, brother or any other person who is in 
the opinion of the relevant authority, a close rela¬ 
tive; 

Provided that the relevant authority may waive compliance 
with any or all of the foregoing condition.; contained in this 
sub-clause and at their discretion waive the requirements set 
out above, if they arc of the opin'on that the person seeking 
is considered bv the relevant authority to be otherwise quali¬ 
fied to be admitted as a member by reason of his means, 
position, integrity, knowledge and exprience of business in 
securities. 

(6) No person shall be eligible to be admitted to the trad¬ 
ing membership of the Exchange unless the perron satisfies :

(10) The application shall be. made in such formats as may 
he specified bv the re’evant authority from time to time for 
application for admission of trading members to each trading 
segment. 

(1!) The application shall have to be submitted alone w'th 
such fees, secnrilv itenosit and other monies in such form and 
in such manner may be specified by the relevant autho¬ 
rity from time to time 

(12) The applicant shall have to funrsh such declarations 
a r may be. specified from time to time by (be relevant autho¬ 
rity. 
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(13) The relevant authority shall have the right to call upon 
the applicant to pay sucn tecs or oeposit such auaiuonal 
security in cash or kind, to furnish any additional guaran.ee 
or to require the deposit of any building iund, computerisa¬

(14) The relevant authority may admit the applicant to the 
trading membership ot the Exchange provided that the per¬ 
son satisfies the eligibility conditions and other procedures 
and requirements of application. The relevant authority may 
at its uDSotutc discretion reject any appucauon for admission 
without communicating the reason thereof. 

(15) If lor any reason the application is rejected, the admis¬ 
sion fee shall be refunded to the applicant without any 
interest. 


(23) No trading member who is a partner in any partner¬ 
ship firm shall assign or in any way encumber his interest 
in such partnership firm. 

(24) The partnership firm shall register with the Income 
Tax authorities and with the Registrar of Firms and shall 
produce a proof of such registration to the Exchange. 

(25) The partners of the Ann shall do business only oil 
account of the firm and jointly in: the name of the partnership 
firm. 

(26) The members of the partnership firm must communi¬ 
cate to the Exchange in writing under the signatures of 
all the partners or surviving partners any change in such 
partnership either by dissolution or retirement or death of 
any partner or partners. 


(16) The relevant authority may at any time from the date 
of admission to the trading memoershtp of the Exchange can¬ 
cel the admission and expel a trading member if he has in or 
at the time ot his application for admission to membersh-p 
or during the course ot the inquiry made by the relevant 
authority preceding his admission : 

(a) Mude any wilful misrepresentation; or 

(b ) Suppressed any material information required of him 
as to his character and antecedents; or 

tc) Has directly or indirectly given fake particulars or 
imoimation or made a false declaration. 

i,I7) When a person is admitted to the trading member¬ 
ship of the Excnange, intimation of the person's admission 
shah ‘be sent to .he person and lo the Securrtaes and Exchange 
Board of India. If the person admitted to the membership 
of the Exchange an alter intimation of his admission is 
duly sent, does not become a member by complying with 
acts and procedures for exercising the privileges of membei- 
smp as may be prescribed by tne reitvent authority within 
a specified time period from the date of despatch of the 
intimation of admission, the admission fee paid by him shall 
be forfeited by the Exchange. 

(18) Every trading member of the Exchange shall, upon 
being admitted as a Trading Member of the Exchange be 
issue a certificate or entitlement slip as proof of having 
been admitted to the benefits and privileges of the trading 
membership of the Exchange. Such a certificate or entitle¬ 
ment shall not be transferable or transmittable. 

(19) The entitlement slip does not confer any ownership 
right as a member of the Company. The original of the 
entitlement slip shall stand deposited with the relevant autho¬ 
rity. An authenticated photocopy or duplicate of such 
entitlement »iip shall remain in the possession of the trading 
member as a proof of the trading membership of the Ex¬ 
change. 

(20) A trading member shall not assign, mortgage, pledge, 
hypothecate or charge his right of membership or any rights 
or privileges attached thereto and no such attempted assign¬ 
ment mortgage, pledge, hypothecation or charge shall be 
effective as against the Exchange for any purpose, nor shall 
any right or interest in any trading membership other than 
the personal right or interest of the trading member therein 
be recognised by the Exchange. The relevant authority shall 
expel any trading member of the Exchange who acts or 
attempts to act in violation of the provisions of this Rule. 

Partnership 

(21) No trading member shall form a partnership or 
admit n new partner to an existing partnership or make uny 
change in th® name of an existing partnership without 
intimation and prior approval of the relevant authority in 
such form and manner and subject to such requirements as 
the relevant authority may specify from time to time; these 
requirements may, inter alia, include deposits, declarations, 
guarantees and other conditions to be met by and which may 
he binding on pnrtnei- of the firm who are not liading 
members. 

(22) No hading member shull, at ihe same lime, be a 
partner in more than onei ptuinmhip' firm which is a trading 
member of the Exchange. 
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(27) Any notice of the Exchange intimating dissolution of 
a partnership shall contain a statement as to who under¬ 
takes the responsibility of settling all outstanding contracts 
and liabilities of the dissolved partnership firm blit that shall 
not be deemed to absolve the other partner or partners of 
his or their responsibility for such outstanding contracts 
and liabilities. 


Termination of Membership 

(28) Any trading member may cease to be membei, if 
one or more apply : 

(a) By resignation; 

(b) By Death; 

(c) By expulsion in accordance with the provisions 
contained in the Bye Laws, Rules and regulations; 

(d) By being declared a defaulter in accordance with 
the Bye Law;., Rules and Regulations of the Ex¬ 
change; 

(e) By dissolution In case of partnership firm; 

(f) By winding up or dissolution of such company in 
case of a limited company. 

Resignation 

(2^) (a) Ai trading member who intends to resign fiom 
the trading membership of the Exchange shall intimate to 
the Exchango a written notice to that effect which shall be 
displayed on the quotation system, 

(b) Any member of the Exchange objecting lo any such 
resignation shall communicate the grounds of his objection 
to the relevant authority by letter within such period as may 
bo specified by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(c) The relevant authority may accept the resignation of a 
member either unconditionally or on such conditions as it 
may think'fit or may (©fuse to accept such resignation and 
in particular may refuse to accept such resignation until it 
is satisfied that all outstanding transactions with such mem¬ 
ber have been settled.' 


Death 


(30) On .the death of a member, his legal representatives 
and authorised representatives, if any, shall communicate due 
intimation thereof to the relevant authority in writing. 

Failure to pay Charges 

(31) Save as otherVvise provided in the Bye Laws, Rules 
and Regulations ctf the Exchtoge if a member fails to pay 
fcis annual subscription, fees, "Charges or other monies which 
may be due by him to the Exchange or to the Clearing 
House within such time as the relevant authority may 
prescribe front lime to time after notice in writing has been 
served upon him by the Exchange, he may be suspended by 
the relevant authority until he makes payment and if within 
ft further period of fifteen day® he fails to make such pay¬ 
ment, he may be expelled by the relevant authority. 

Continued Admittance 


(32) The relevant authority shall front time to time pres- 
eiibc conditions and requirements for continued admit¬ 
tance to trading membership which' may, inter alia, include 
maintenance ot minimum network and capital adequacy 
ihe trading membership of tmy perton Whcf fails to meet 
these requirements shall be liable to be terminated 
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Readmisslon of Defaulter ,r 

(33) A trading member's light of membership shall lapse 
and vest with the Exchange immediately he is declared a. de¬ 
faulter. The member who is declared a defaulter shall forfeit 
all his rights and privileges as a, member of the Exchange, 
including any right to use of or any claim upon or any 
interest in any property or funds of the Exchange, if any. 

(31) The relevant authority may readmit a defaulter as 
a trading member subject to this provisions as may be preb¬ 
el ibed by the relevant authority (from time to time. 

(35) The relevant authority may readmit only such 
defaulter who in its opinion : 

(a) Has paid up all dues to the Exchange, other trad¬ 
ing members and constituents; 

(b) bias no insolvency proceedings a^inst him in a 
Court or has not been declared insolent by any 
Court; 

!.c) Has defaulted owing to the default of principlals 
whom he might have reasonably expected to be 
good for their commitments; 

(d J Has not been guilty of bud faith or breach of the 
Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange; 

(e) Has been irreproachable in his general conduct. 

SECTION IV—DISCIPLINARY PROCEEDINGS, PENA¬ 
LTIES, SUSPENSION AND EXPULSION 

Disciplinary Jurisdiction—(1) The relevant authority may 
OX PA or suspend ana/or find under censure and/or warn 
and/of withdraw any of the membership rights of a trading 
member if it be guilty, of contravention, non-compliance, 
disobedience, disregard or evasion of any of the Bye Laws, 
Rules and Regulations of the Exchange or of any resolutions, 
orders, notices, directions or decisions or rulings of the 
Exchange or the relevant authority or of any other com¬ 
mittee or officer of the Exchange authorised in that 
behalf or of any conduct, proceeding or method of business 
which the relevant authority in its absolute discretion deems 
dishonourable, disgraceful or unbecoming a trading mem¬ 
ber of the Exchange of inconsistent with just and equitable 
principles of trade or detrimental to the interests, goodi 
name or welfare of the Exchange or prejudicial or subver¬ 
sive to its objects and purposes. 

Penalty for Misconduct, Unbusiness like Conduct and Un¬ 
professional, Conuuct—(2) In particular and without in any 
way inuring or prejudicing the generality of the provisions 
in clause (1) a trading member shall be liable to expulson 
or suspension or withdrawal of all or any of its membership 
rights and/or to payment of a fine and/or to be cen¬ 
sured. reprimanded or warned for any misconduct, un¬ 
businesslike conduct or unprofessional conduct in the sense 
of the provision in that behalf contained herein, 

Misconduct—(3) A trading inember shall, be deemed 
guilty of misconduct for any of the following or similar 
acts or omissions namely : 

fa) Fraud : If it is convicted of a criminal offense or 
commits fraud or a fraudulent act which in the 
opinion of the relevant authority renders it unfit 
to be a trading member; 

(b) Violation ; If it has violated provisions of any 
. statute governing the activities business and opera¬ 
tions Of the Exchange, trading members and 
securities business in general; 

(c) Improper Conduct : If in the opinion of the 
relevant authority it is guilty of dishonourable or 
disorderly or improper conduct on the Exchange 
or o wilfully obstructing the business of tnc 
Exchange; 

fb) Breach of Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations ; If it 
shields or assists or omits to report any trading 
member whom it has known to have committed a 
breach or evasion of any Rule, Bye-law and 
Regulation of the Exchange or of any resolution, 
order, notice or direction thereunder of the rele 
vant authority or of any Committee or officer or 
the Exchange authorised in that bchnlf; 


(e) Failure to comply with Resolutions : If it contra¬ 
venes or reluses or laus to comply witn or aoiue 
by any resolution, oider, notice, direction, decision, 
or ruling of the relevant authority or of any Com¬ 
mittee or officer of the Excnange or otner prison 
Hiutionsed in ttiat behalf under the Bye Laws, 
Rules and Regulations of the Exchange; 

(.) Failure to submit to or abide by Arbitration . If it 
neglects or fails or refuses to submit to arbitration 
or to abide by or carry out any award, decision: 
or order of me relevant authority or me Arbitra¬ 
tion Committee or the arbitrators made in connec¬ 
tion witn a reference under me Bye Laws, Rules 
and Regulations of the Exchange; 

(g) Failure to testify or give information ; If it neglects 
or fails or refuses to submit to the relevant autho¬ 
rity or to a Committee or an officer ot the Ex¬ 
change auihonseu in that behalf, such books, 
correspondence, documents and papers or any 
part tnetreof as may be required to be produced 
or to appeal and testify bciore or cause any of 
its partners, attorneys, agents, autnorised represen¬ 
tatives or employees to appear and testify before 
the relevant autnonty or suen Committee or officer 
of the Exchange or other person authorised in that 
behalf; 

lh) Failure to submit Special Returns : If it neglects 
or rails or retuses to submit to the relevant autho¬ 
rity within the time notified in that behalf special 
rerarns in such form as the relevant authority may 
front time to time prescribe together with such 
other information as the relevant authority may 
require whenever circumstances arise which ini 
the opinion of the relevant authority make it de¬ 
sirable that such special returns or information 
should bo furnished by any or all the trading 
members; 

(i) Failure to submit Audited, Accounts : If it neglects 
or fails or refuses to submit its audited accounts 
to the Exchange within such time as may be pres- 
bed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

Ij) Failure to compare or submit accounts with De¬ 
faulter : If it neglects or fails to compare its 
accounts with the Defaulters’ Committee or to 
submit to it a statement of its accounts with a 
defaulter or a certificate that it has no such 
account or if it makes a false or misleading state¬ 
ment therein; 

(k) False or miti.cading Returns : If it neglects or fails 
or refuses to submit or makes any false or mis¬ 
leading statement in its clearing forms or returns 
required to be submitted to the Exchange under 
the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations; 

(1) Vexatious complaints : If it or its agent brings 
before the relevant authority or a Committee or 
an officer of the Exchange or other person autho¬ 
rised in that behalf a charge, complaint or suit 
which in the opinion of the relevant authority is 
frivolous, vexatious or malicious; 

(in) Failure to pay dues and fees ; If it fails to pay its 
subscription, fees, arbitration charges or any 
other money which may be due by it or any fine 
or penalty imposed on i.t 

Unbusinesslike Conduct—(4) A trading member shall be 
deemed gudty of unbusinesslike conduct for any of the 
following or similar acts or omissions namely : 

(at Fictitious Names ; If it transacts its own business or 
the business of its constituent in fictitious names 
or if he carries on business in more than one trad¬ 
ing segment of (he Exchange under fictitious names; 

(b) Fictitious Dealings : If it makes a fictitious trans¬ 
action or gives nr. order for the purchase or sale 
of seuiiiiies the execution of which would involve 
no change of ownership or executes such an order 
with knowledge of its character; 

iv) Circulation of rumours ; If it, in any manner, cir¬ 
culates or causes to be circulated, any rumours; 
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id) Prejudicial (Business : If it makes or assists in 
making or with such knowledge is a party to or 
assists in carrying out any plan or scheme for the 
making of any purchases or sales or offers o! 
purchase or sale of securities for the purpose of 
upsetting the equilibrium of the market or bring¬ 
ing about a condition in which prices will not fnir- 
reflect market values; 

(e) Market Manipulation and Rigging : If it, directly 
or indirectly, alone or with other persons, effects 
series of transactions in any security to create 
actual or apparent active trading in such security 
or raising or depressing the prices of such security 
for the purpose of inducing purchase or sale of 
such security by others; 

(f) Unwarrantable Business ; If it engages in reckless 
or unwarrantable or unbusinesslike dealings in the 
market or effects purchases or sales for its consti¬ 
tuent’s account or for any account in which it is 
directly or indirectly interested, which purchases or 
sales are excessive in view of its constituent’s or 
his own means and financial resources or in view 
of the market for such security; 

(fi) Compromise : If it connives at a private failure 
of a trading member or accepts less than a full 
and bona fide money payment in settlement of a 
a debt due by a trading member arising out of a 
transaction in securities; 

(h) Dishonoured Cheque ; If it isues to any other 
trading rtember or to its constituents a eVnnqc 
which dishonoured on presentation for whatever 
reasons; 

<i) Failure to carry out transactions with Consti¬ 
tuents : If it fails in the opinion of the relevant 
authority to cany out its committed transactions 
with its constituents; 

Unprofessional Conduct—(3) A trading member shall be 
deemed guilty of unprofessional conduct for any of the 
following or similar acts or omissions namely ; 

(a) Business in’ Securities in which dealings not per¬ 
mitted : If it enters into dealings in securities in 
which dealings are not permitted; 

fb) Business for Defaulting Constituent : If it deals or 
transacts business directly or Indirectly or executes 
an order for a constituent who has within its 
knowledge failed to carry otrt engagements r-'Wng 
to securities and is in default to another trading 
member unless such constituent shall have made 
a satisfactory arrangement with the trading member 
who is its creditor; 

c) Business lor Jnsofvem : If without first obtaining 
the consent of the relevant authority it directly 
or indirectly is interested in or associated in busi¬ 
ness with or transacts any business with or for 
any individual who has been bankrupt or insolvent 
even though such individual shall have obtained 
his final discharge from an Insolvency Court; 

id) Business without permission when uniler suspen¬ 
sion : If without the permission of the relevant 
authority it docs business on its own account or 
on account of u principal with or through a trading 
member durinc the period it is required by the 
relevant authority to suspend business on the 

Exchange: 

(e) Business for or with suspended, expelled and 
defaulter trading members : If without the special 
permission of the relevant authority it shares 
brokerage with or carries on bus!n*ss or makes 
any deal for or with any trading member who has 
been suspended, expelled or declared a defaulter; 

tf) Business for Employees of other trading members : 
]f it transacts badness d«rw-»1v or inHb-ertlv for. or 
with or executes an order for a authorised repre¬ 
sentative or employee of another trading member 
vvitt-rvif th- written consent of such employing 
trading member: 


(g) Business for Exchange Employees : If it makes a 
specualtive transaction in which an employee of the. 
Exchange is directly or indirectly interested; 

(h) Advertisement : If it advertises for bus'ness pur¬ 
poses or issue regularly circular or other business 
communications to persons other than Tts own. 
constituents, trading members of the Exchange, 
Banks and Joint Stock Companies or published 
pamphlets, circular or any other literature or 
report or information relating to the stock markets 
with its name attached, 

(i) Evasion of Margin Requirements : If it willfully 
evades or attempts to evade or assists in evading 
the margin requirements prescribed in these Bye 
Laws und Regulations; 

(j) Brokerage Charge : If it willfully deviates from or 

evades or attempts to evade the |Bye Laws and 
Regulations relating to charging and sharing of 
brokerage. i 

Trading member’s, responsibility fo r Partners. Agents and 
Employees 

(6) A trading member shall be fully responsible for the 
acts and ommisuions of its nut horsed officials, attorneys, 
agents, authorised representatives and employees and if any 
such, act or omission be held by the relevant authority to be 
one which if committed or omitted bv the trading member 
would subject it to any of the penalties as provided in the 
Bye Laws Rules and Regulations of the Exchange then ouch 
trading member shall be liable therefor to the same penalty 
to the same extent as if such act or omission had been done 
or omitted by itself. 

Suspension on failure to provide margin deposit and/Or 
Capital Adequacy requirements 

(7) The relevant authority shall require a trading member 
to suspend its business when it fails to provide the margin 
deposit and/or meet capital udequancy norms as 
provided in these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations and the 
suspension of business shall continue until it furnishes the 
nocessarv margin deposit or meet capital adequacy reouiro- 
meat. The relevant authority may exnel a trading member 
acting in contravention of (hr provision. 

Suspension of Business ; 

<8) The relevant authority may require a. trading member 
to suspend its business in part or in whole ; 

fa) Prejudicial Business : When in the opinion of the 
relevant authority, the trading member conducts 
business- in a manner prejudicial to the Exchange 
bv making purchases or rales of securities or offers 
to purchase or srll securities for the punxwe of 
upsetting equilibrium of the market or bringing 
about a condition of dcrnornlisntion in which prices 
will not fairly reflect market values, or 

fb) Unwarrantable Business : When in the opinion of 
the relevant authority it .'iicaves in unwarrantable 
business or effects purchases or sales for its consti¬ 
tuent's account or for nnv account in which it is 
d'rectlv or iii'i-rpctlv interested which purchases or 
sales are excessive in view of its constituent’s or i'« 
own means and financial resources or in view 
of the market for such security, or 

(cV Unsatisfactory Financial Condition; When in the 
on : nion nf *he relevant authority it is in such finan¬ 
cial condition that it cannot he permitted to Jo 
business with safety to. its creditors or the Exchange. 

Removal of Suspension 

(9) The susrwnciori of business under clause 181 above 
shall continue, until th#j trading member hns been nl’owed 
bv the r-].-V".ri1 authoritv to resume hlldne™ on i*« 

such dcnrwit or on its doinir sueh Hot cr providing such thing 
as the relevant authority may require. 
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Penalty for Contravention 

(10) A trading member '-'ho ts inquired to suspend its 
buxines'! shall be expelled by the relevant authority if be 
acts in contravention of tUs provision. 

Trading mrmbet and others to testify .md give inl'oimation 

(11) A trading member shall appear and testify before 
and cause its partners, attorneys, agents iiuhorse.l lepre- 
sentatives and employers to appear and testify before the 
relevant an bcrily or before other Committee(s) or an officer 
of the Exchange authorised in that behalf and shall produce 
before the relevunt authority or before other Commiitee(s) 
or an officer of the Exchange authorised in that behalf, Mich 
.books, correspondence, documents, papers and records or 
any part thereof wh’cb may be in its possession and which 
may be deemed relevant or material to any matter under 
inquiry or investigation. 

Permission necessary for Legal RepicsenlwtLM 

(12) No person shall have the right to be represented by 
professional counsel, attorney, advocate or other represen¬ 
tative in any investigation or hearing before the relevant 
duffior'fy or any other Commi'tee unless the relevant autho¬ 
rity or other Committee so permits. 

Explana 1 ior\ before m pension or expulsion 

i 13) A trading member shall be entitled to be summoned 
before the relevant au hority and afforded nn opportunity for 
explanation before being suspended or expelled but in all 
cases the findings of the relevant authority shall be final 
and conclusive. 

Imposition of Penalties 

(14) The penalty of suspension; withdrawal of all or rny 
of the membership rights, fine, censure or warning may be 
inflic ed singly or conjointly bv the relevant authority. The 
penalty of explosion may be inflicted by relevant authority. 

Pre determination of Penalties 

(15) The relevant authority shall have the powei to pre¬ 
determine the penatics the period of any suspension, the 
withdrawal Of particu’ar membership rights and *he amount 
of anv line that would be imposed on contravention, non- 
compliance, disobedience, disregard or evas'on of any Bye 
Law. Rules or Regulation of the Exchange or of any reso¬ 
lution. order, notice, d'rec ion. decision or ruling thereundier 
of the Exchange, the relevant authority or of anv other 
.Committee or officer of the Exchange authorised in that 
behalf. 

Commutation 

(16) Subject to the provision of the Securities Contracts 
(Regulation) Rules, 1957 the relevant aulhori'v in its dis- 
cret'on may in any care suspend a trading member in lieu 
of the penal ‘v of expulsion or may withdraw all or any of 
the membership fights or impose a fine in ben of the penalty 
of suspension or expulsion and may direct that the guilty 
trading member be censured or warned or may reduce or 
remit any such penaltv on such terms and conditions r.s it 
deems fair and equitable. 

Reconsideration /Review 

(17) Subject to the provisions of the Securities Contracts 
(Regulation) Rules. 1957 the relevan" authority may of its 
own motion or on appeal by (he trading member concerned 
recons : der and may rescind, revoke or modify its resolution 
withdr , ’w'ng all or any of the membership rights or fining, 
censuring or warning any trading member. In a like manner 
the relevant authority may rescind, revoke or modify i‘« 
resolution expelling or suspending any trading member. 

Failure to pay fines and penalties 

(18) If a trading member fait, to pry anv fine or penalty 
imposed in it within such period as prescribed from time to 
time bv the relevant authority after notice in wribna has 
been served on it by the Exchance il may be susp-nded by 
the relevant authority until it maker, rnvmcnt and if within a 
further period as prescribed from lime to time it fc.ds 'o 
mvke such payment it may be expelled by the relevant 
authority. 


Consequence of Suspension 

(19) The suspension of a trading member shall have the 
following consequences namely ; 

(a) Suspension Mimhcnhip Rights _I ho .suspended, trad¬ 

ing member shall during the terms of its suspension he de- 
pr.ved of and excluded from all the rights and privileges of 
membemhip including the light to attend or vote at any 
meeting of the general body of trading members of the rele¬ 
vant segmen’, but it may be proceeded against by the rele¬ 
vant authority for any offence committed by it either before 
or after its suspension and the relevant authority shall not 
be deoarred from akinij cognizance of and adjud'caticg on 
or dealing with any claim made against it bv other trading 
members : 

lb) Rights of cieditors unimpaired, —The suspension nhall 
not affect the rights of the trading members who arc ■■ mdi- 
tor-i of the suspended trading member; 

(c) Fulfilment of Contractu. —The suspended trading mem¬ 
ber .shall be bound to fulfill contracts outstanding j>* the 
lime of its suspension ; 

(d) Further business prohibited. —The suspended trading 
trading member shall not during the terms of its suspension 
make any trade or transact any business with or through a 
[fading member provided that -it may with the permission of 
the relevant authority close with or through a trading mem¬ 
ber the transactions outstanding at the time of its suspension ; 

(e) Trading members not to deal.— No trading member 
shall transact business for or With or share brokerage wi‘h a 
suspended trading member during the terms of its suspension 
except with the previous permission of the iclevant authority. 

Consequences of Expulsion 

(20) The expulsion of a trading member shall have the 
following consequences namely : 

(a) Trading membership Rights forfeited. —The expelled 
trading member shall forfeit to the Exchange its right of 
trading membersh'p and all rights and privileges as a trad¬ 
ing member of the Exchange including any right to the use 
of or nny claim upon or any interest in any property or 
funds of the Exchange but any liability of any such trad'ng 
member to the Exchange or to any trading member of the 
Exchange shall continue and remain unaffected by i‘s 
expulsion; 

(b) Office vacated. —The expuls'on shall create a vacancy 
in any office or position held by the expelled trading member; 

(c) Rights ot Creditors unimpaired. —The expulsion shak 
not effect the rights of the trading members who are credi¬ 
tors of the expelled trading member ; 

(d) Fulfillment of Contracts. —The expelled trading mem¬ 
ber shall be bound to fulfill trahsariions outstanding at the 
time of his expulsion and il may with the permissten of the 
relevant authority close such outstanding transactions with 
or through a trading member; 

(e) Trading members not to deal. —No tradffig member 
shall transact business for or with or share brokerage with 
the expelled trading member except with the previous per¬ 
mission of the relevant authority. 

Expulsion Rules to Apply 

(21) When a trading member ceases to be such under the 
provisions of these Bve Laws otherwise than bv death, de¬ 
fault or resignation it shall be as if such trading member 
has been expelled by the relevant authority and in hat event 
all the provisions relatmg to expuls : on contained In these 
Rules shall apply to sueh trading member in all respects. 

Suspension of Business 

(22) (a) The relevant authority shall lequire a trading 
member to .suspend its business when it falls to maintain or 
provide further security as prescribed in these Bye T awv 
and Regulations and Tie suspension shall continue until it 
pays the necessary amount by way of security. 
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lb) Penally Jvr Conn ■‘vention .—A trading member who is 
required to suspend its business under sub-clause (a) shall 
be expelled by the re lawn! authority if it arts in contraven¬ 
tion of the provisions nt these Bye Laws. 

Notice of Penalty and -tiftpenvijsj) o[ Business 

(,23) Notice shall be given in the trading member con¬ 
cerned and to the trading members in general by a notice 
on the quotation astern of the Exchange of the expulsion 
or suspension or delimit of or of the suspension of business 
by a trading member ui of any other penalty imposed on 
it or on its partneis, attorneys. agents, authorised represen¬ 
tatives or other employ The relevant authority may in 
its absolute discretion and in such manna as it thinks fit 
notify ar cause fp be notified to the trading membeis of the 
Exchange or to the public thnt any person who is named in 
'i/ch notification has been expelled, suspended, penalised or 


declared a defaulter or has suspended its business or ceased 
to be a trading member. No action or other proceedings 
shall in any circumstances be maintainable by such person 
against the Exchanger or the relevant authority or any officer 
or employee of the Exchange for the publication or circu¬ 
lation of such notification and the application for trading 
membership or the application for registration os the const f- 
mted attorney or authorised representative or by the person 
concerned shall operate as licenso and this Bye Laws, Rules 
and Regulations shall operate as leave to print, publish or 
circulate such advertisement or notification and be plead¬ 
able accordingly. 
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
